Equity suggests that producers esti- 
mate their overhead expenses per week 
during the off-season and determine 
what would be a fair profit during that 
period Further suggestions are that 
Equity would approve any proposition 
which specifies that actors receive full 
Salaries as long as box-office receipts 
remain above a certain figure; but for 
each eighth of the total that receipts 
dropped the actors would accept a reduc- 
tion amounting to one-eighth of their 
salaries. If the receipts rose again the 
salaries would do likewise. 


This plan, it is declared, would apply 
more frequently to dramatic productions 
than to musical comedies because the 
latter are either avowed successes or flat 
failures almost immediately after open- 


ing due to tremendous operating ex- 
pense involved 

If the plan is put into operation both 
the manager and actor will retain the 


right to give or receive notice of termi- 
nation of contract so that in the event 
the actor finds a more worth-while prop- 
osition he will not be bound to a specu- 
lative production.

and technicians. The El Capitan Thea- 
ter in Hollywood, one of this country’s 
most beautiful playhouses, will revert 
to its owners. Other Duffy theaters 
along the Coast are scheduled for a like 
process, except in cases where Duffy 
maintains controlling interest. 

The plan for a coast-to-coast chain 
of stock theaters was said to involve 
Duffy, Robert McLaughlin, George 
Sharp, of Pittsburgh: Arthur Casey, of 
St. Louis: Willlam Walsh, of Omaha; 
Ketchum & Oberfelder, of Kansas City, 
ind the Allied Amusement Council of 
Denver, Colo. 

Duffy's President Theater in Los An- 
celes is recently said to have changed 
hands as part of the producer’s retrench- 
ment plan. General business depression 
is declared responsible for the failure 
of the Duffy chain, which for some 
years was the outstanding stock-company 
organization of the entire country. The 
Los Angeles, Hollywood, and San Fran- 
cisco houses will all revert to their 
owners. 

The producer was a prime power in the 
stock-right sale of Broadway successes 
since he could guarantee the original 
producer and the author a run of ap- 
proximately 20 weeks or more, and the 
majority of successful Broadway shows 
were immediately exhibited on the West 
Coast in Duffy theaters. 

Henry Duffy was the first husband 
of Ann Nichols, author of Abie’s Irish 
Rose. He began operations on the Coast 
in the President Theater in San Fran- 
cisco, which became an immediate suc- 
cess. Following this he took over the 
El Capitan in Hollywood, which was 
originally erected by Edward F. Smith 
and opened with Gertrude Lawrence and 
Jack Buchanan in the original Charlot’s 
Revue. This was followed by a produc- 
tion of The Green Hat, starring Ruth 
Chatterton, who is now a picture star. 
The theater then remained dark for 
some time, but following its being taken 
over by Duffy it did phenomenal busi- 
ness. He produced many of the John 
Golden successes, and in general resorted 


to a “clean play” policy. 
Duffy not only directed the destinies 
of his huge theatrical interests, but 


acted as well in company with his pres- 
ent wife, Dale Winter. 

The Erlanger interests here state that 
they have no intention of lending finan- 
cial aid to a chain of stock houses said 
to be in the process of organization by 
McLaughlin and Duffy, but that their 
theaters would be open to any such 
venture.

NEW YORK, May 17.—Marc Connelly'’s 
drama The Green Pastures wa: awarded 
the $1,000 Pulitzer Prize by a committee 
which reported that there was no runner- 
up. Connelly was born 40 years ago in 
McKeesport, Pa. After contributing oc- 
casional verse and articles to magazines 
and newspapers, Connelly formed a lit- 
erary partnership with George S. Kauf- 
man, and the two turned out Dulcy, To 
the Ladies, Merton of the Movies, Helen 
of Troy, N. Y.; The Deep Tangled Wild- 
wood, Beggar on Horseback and Be 
Yourself, which marked the end of the 
Kaufman-Connelly merger. 

Two years later Connelly produced a 
play of his own, The Wisdom Tooth, and 
in 1927 he collaborated with H. J. 
Mankiewicz on The Wild Man of Borneo. 
Using the short stories of Roark Brad- 
ford, Connelly wrote The Green Pastures, 
which took the critics by storm the 
night of its premiere, February 26, and 
Since then has been an attraction on 
which speculators have grown <at.

Richard Herndon’s presentation of one 
of the lesser Ibsen dramas, The Vikings 
(The Warriors at Helgeland), contains 
Blanche Yurka, who does some very fine 
acting, and Thomas Wilfred’s color- 
organ known as the Clavilux. The 
latter, we are informed. was developed 
at the Art Institute of Licht 

There is plenty of light in this re- 
vival of Ibsen's highly fictitious drama 
of legendary characters. There is an 
ocean of light, very nicely manipulated 
by means of the Clavilux, fire-side ef- 
fects and shadows on the sky. It is all 
very effective from a pictorial point of 
view. 


Le can be said for the dramatic 
effect of the play The action takes 
place in Northern Norway, during the 
reign of King Eric Blood-Axe, in the 
10th century, and you know what that 
means It is all about feuds and feats 
of valor and Hjord who craves ex- 
citement in the way of war in Iceland. 
Blanche Yurka appears with fine effect 
as the Hiords who has wed Gunnar 


and who learns that it was really Sigurd 
who performed the task she set for the 


Man who would woo her. 

Four acts of feuds, points of honor, 
loyalties and heroism on the part of 
fabulou character can scarcely be 
termed sheer entertainment for a thea- 
ter-going public schooled in so-called 
realism, but it is all very moving, pic- 
turesque and generally absorbing 

Mi Yurka doe some really im- 
portant acting, seconded by Richard 
Hale as Ornulf. With few exceptions 
the surrounding cast is highly efficient, 


and in general acting may be termed 
superior to the play. 

The direction of Thomas Wilfred 
appears to have accentuated the roman- 


the 


tic nature of the piece itself, and there 
is little pretense of his having designed 
anything other than a highly imagina- 


tive production of the Ibsen fairy tale 
The Clavilux provides some pleasing 
color effects and adds to the uNreal air 
of the proceedings by causing the 
lighting to keep pace with the emo- 
tional trend of the play. It is beautiful, 
course, but it detracts rather than 
heightens any emotional climaxes con- 
tained in the legendary drama 

I, for one, prefer my Ibsen in the 
form of his better plays, and as for 
color-organs—they should never assume 
proportions amounting to competition 
with especially when the 
playwright’s lesser work is chosen to 
ight it out on the stage and before an 
audience.

The practical working out of the deal 
resolves itself into RKO taking over the 
leaseholds held in the houses by the 
Interstate organization As far as can 
be learned at this time. there will be no 
immediate changes in the executive per- 
sonnel of the Interstate. The deal was 
arranged so as to go into effect as of 
May 1, thus facilitating the unraveling 
of legal details connected with the 
transaction. 

RKO gains a strong foothold in the 
Southwest with Interstate under its 
thumb, and also atf&ins thereby a com- 
plete coverage of the country.

The houses involved in the leasehold

IDNEY SKOLSKY is a wisecracking lad who got his big chance on 

“The New York Daily News” (tab.) when Mark Hellinger moved 

his belongings to “The Mirror”, and the boy has apparently made 
good. But this Skolsky person gets all wound up in his own tail when 
he discourses on vaudeville, a common failing with tab. gossipers in 
the metropolitan area. Our advice to Skolsky is to lay off discussing 
vaudeville from the trade standpoint, and to stick to his stage whisper- 
ing on the personal lives of its celebs. If vaudeville should ever be 
shelved (which we doubt seriously), no small measure of the blame 
can be heaped on writers of*Skulsky’s ilk, who are given free sway in 
their daily columns and Sunday spreads. One would hardly expect 
a barber to discuss intelligently a new technic in abdominal surgery. 
By the same token, a Broadway tab. columnist is not fitted by training 
or background to deal constructively with problems that concern the 
vaudeville artiste in his attempts to earn his bread and butter. There 
are exceptions, of course, witn Walter Winchell and Johnny O’Connor 
as the shining lights in this category, but Skolsky has a lot to learn 
before he can qualify. 7 ‘ 


Our grievance is with a section of Skolsky’s “About Broadway” page 
in the May 11 issue of his tab. Here is what he writes: 


“Vaudeville is slowly but positively dying, and like the old 
rounder, it always wants to repent for its sins before it passes away. Every 
week the Keith office, thru its censorship bureau. issues a bulletin, listing 
the things that a performer must not say on the stage. 

“It is naughty to mention Grover Whalen or say something about a 
red necktie or pull a boy's shirt out of his pants. It isn’t exactly nice to 
refer to Pantages, or to kick a partner during a Chinese dance, or to say 
if you don’t get married your children will hate you when they grow up. 

“A few of the other choice items on the taboo list are all references 
to Arabs, the wiggling of legs and the crying baby bit. and the story of 
the girl, at a picture show with a man, the girl saying: ‘Someone is 
fooling. with my knee.’ And the man replying: ‘That's me, and I’m not 
fooling.’ 

“With these cuts in effect, half of the vaudevillians have lost their 
acts, and are now resting at the Friars, trying to overhear new material.” 


Mr. Skolsky hangs himself with his own rope. Any vaudeville novice 
knows that vaudeville is not dying, and those with even a few years of 
intimate contact with the field behind them must agree that blue gags 
and business are comparatively new development (shall we call it?) in 
vaudeville. Salacious material, or plain dirt, derives from the influence 
of the talkies. For several seasons it was a standard gag in vaudevilledom 
about signs backstage prohibiting artistes from using hells, damns, eic., 
while in the accompanying feature film the dialog broke every ccn- 
sorship rule ever formulated by State censors and vaudeville circuit 
officials. 


It is possible for an artiste to be clean and entertaining; not only 
possible, but absolutely essentia!. The Skolskys touch the surface and 
flit away. They do not realize that vaudeville derives the bulk of its 
revenue from family trade. Their observations are limited to the Palace, 
New York, and a few others. Everybody in the trade knows that the 
Palace is an expensive luxury, and not by any means a cross-section of 
present-day vaudeville. Skolsky says that “half of the vaudevillians have 
lost their acts.” We don’t know where he gets his figures, but he is wrong 
anyway. The vaudevillians who have been barred from major dates be- 
cause their material and business is objectionable are in the minority. 
Besides, they might have lost bookings, but not their acts. These have 
come from garbage cans, and there they will return. But vaudeville will 
forge ahead unmolested, the Skolskys notwithstanding.

Sells Public 
“Cool” Idea 


Loew’s manual embodies 
every means of exploiting 
plants—stresses comfort 


NEW YORK, May 19. — With all of 
Loew’s larger houses equipped with mod- 
ern cooling plants enabling them to keep 
open thruout the summer season, a 
drive is now being carried on by the 
home office to impress house execs. with 
the importance of selling the public on 
the idea. This time from the exploita- 
tion angle. The circuit’s press depart- 
ment, headed by Oscar A. Doob, has 
gone into the problem thoroly with the 
result that every possible suggestion, 
stunt and device for successfully prose- 
cuting the campaign has been embodied 
in a Cooling Plant Publicity Manual. 
This is a bound book of 40 pages and 
was prepared under the editorial direc- 
tion of Ernest Emerling, Doob’s first 
assistant. ’ 

In a most interesting and enlighten- 
ing manner the manual takes up every 
phase of cooling plant salesmanship, 
covering such topics as ad suggestions. 
lobby displays, interior decorations, out- 
side advertising, practical tieups, trail- 
ers and stories. A Loew manager at a 
loss for workable ideas with which to 
put over his cooling plant after digesting 
the manual had better hand in his resig- 
nation. The manual is without a doubt 
the most complete and practicable effort 
of its kind in the brief history of air- 
conditioning exploitation. 

An extremely interesting point brought 
out in the manual relates to cashiers, 
from which we quote: 

“One thing which many managers 
overlook is some sort of costume for 
their cashier. It is suggested during the 
warm period she wear cool-appearing 
attire. Nothing will give the impression 
of discomfort quite so much as a per- 
spiring cashier all dressed up in a hot- 
looking uniform.” 

Another phase of cooling-plant explot- 
tation forcibly gone into in the manual 
is that of selling the idea wrong by 
stressing the low temperature rather 
than the comfort and invigoration de- 
rived therefrom. This feature 1s thus 
discussed : 

“Of course, like everything else, cooling 
plant advertising has acted as a boom- 
erang in many instances. It has been 
sold from the wrong angle. Cold—cold 
cold has been pounded in the public 
mind so that when it is 98 degrees on the 
street the person who is sensitive as to 
his physical condition is ‘scared’ away 
from the theater.” 

A supplement to the manual is a non- 
technical treatise on Theater Air Condi- 
tioning, by Leon Fleischman, Loew's 
chief construction engineer. This is 
meant particularly for the enlightment 
of managers, but is also adaptable for 
use, after being edited to some extent, 
in newspaper copy planting. 


Hipp. Will Run at 
Least Until Fall 


NEW YORK, May 19. — The Hippo- 
drome, largest house on the RKO Circuit, 
will remain open until at least next fall, 
altho formerly scheduled to be torn down 
sometime this month to make way for 
a mammoth office structure.

‘Names’ Out 


In the Cold 


‘Overrated’ acts laying off, 
and unlikely to work if 
holding to their figures 


NEW YORK, May 19.—Many biz 
“names” are laying off—and have been 
for some weeks—because they persist in 
their refusal to come down to earth 
on salaries. When Loew was carrying 
on its chase after “names” into every 
nook and cranny of vaudevilledom,. sev- 
eral of the holdout celebs. had a chance 
to sell] themselves at their own figure, 
but with Loew quietly easing itself out 
of the chase the holdouts face a very 
dark summer. As for RKO, its bookers 
still insist that the holdouts are not 
worth the salaries they are asking and 
under any circumstances. At this time. 
at least until other circuits join the 
“name”’-grabbing tourney, RKO remains 
as the only logical consumer of high- 
salaried acts. 

RKO’'s frozen reception of what it has 
come to regard as overrated “names” 
sent the disappointed ones scurrying to 
other circuits. But the doors were not 
opened for all, and those who finally 
cot set with other outfits were forced 
to humble themselves to the extent of 
working for a figure not exceeding and 
frequently less than that originally of- 
fered by RKO. 

There micht be the slightest chance of

RKO has a big problem on its hands 
in booking ayead to any extent for the 
Palace. The solution may be found in 
film and legit. “names” at leisure, but 
the chances are against getting a steady 
supply of these possessing enough en- 
tertainment value to keep the Palace rep 
for good shows above water. Acts that 
never before stood a chance to play the 
ace house will undoubtedly be spotted 
there during the coming months. As has 
been the case quite often in the past, 
many of these emergency acts may turn 
out to be next season's new topliners. 
Many an act has been considered just 
good enough to pass muster until it got 
a Palace break by the merest chance. 
And from these ranks are drawn a good- 
ly number of what are considered the 
overrated “names” of today. 

Several of the “names”, turned down 
by RKO simply because their salaries 
have been skyrocketed to an, extent that 
the average house budget cannot possi- 
hiy include them, are turning toward 
the continent to renew their hold on 
bookers’ enthusiasms. Carrying coal to 
Newcastle, as it were. These acts have 
already been signed at smaller salaries, 
and those that haven't, according to 
observers, might as well reconcile them- 
selves to the fact that they will.

With these houses definitely 
out of the running until the fall, all 
hope has been abandoned for putting 
acts out this season by producers who 
are not favored with an “in” with the 
Loew and RKO offices. The producers 
enfranchised by these offices, however, 
have better chances of shaping up new 
material, but even among these there 
is a hesitancy about plunging with new 
acts, due to the uncertainty of the 
situation 

A producer of years of experience af- 
filiated directly with one of the larger 
Offices has not put a hand to production 
in two weeks, altho earlier in the season

This method of sending out publicity 
on acts something new to vaudeville, 
altho old in the picture industry. In 
the latter field press sheets on films 
ire sent to all exhibitors as advertise- 
ments besides as a container of all pub- 
licity matter on an = attraction. In 
vaude, it will simply take the place of 
the manuals now sent to managers in 
advance of acts 

Later perhaps the press sheets, if 
proven successful, will be used to create 
a demand for certain contracted acts by 
house managers As things stand now 
managers accept what the bookers send 
them—few of them making special re- 
ouests for certain acts 

Altho more expensive than the man- 
uals now in use, the press sheets should 
eliminate a lot of minor details in the 
publicizing of vaudeville. For instance 
advertisements.) The Higgins press sheet 
will contain a full list of types and 
sizes of ads that can be used on him 
Managers will simply select the size ad 
adaptable to their use and send to the 
h. o. for the mat. They will also elimi- 
nate the use of the manager's own judg- 
ment in selecting publicity stories for 
the dailies in his locality. Enough press 
sheets will be provided managers so that 
they can send each dramatic editor one, 
leaving it up to them which story to 
use.

Liberal Terms as Bait by 
Pressed Costume, Scene Men 


NEW YORK, May 19.—Among the 
worst hit in the present depression are 
the scenic artists and costumers. Now- 
adays it is rare for either to get orders 
for the outright purchase of new scenery 
or wardrobe, their biz being mostly on a 
rental basis. Several of the firms are 
rising to the situation with stimulating 
propositions to attract acts and producers 
into buying. 

The standard vaude. producers, es- 
pecially those putting out flashes, are not 
taking chances of investing money in 
new trimmings, but are merely digging 
into their storehouses for drops and cos- 
tumes that have been on the shelf for 
years, and thus apparently forgotten by 
bookers and audiences. Those having no 
storehouses to fall back on are renting 
their settings and costumes. There are 
numerous individuals who even try to 
save rental expense by going to their 
producer friends in an attempt to bor- 
row the trimmings. It seldom works tho 

Flash producers state that the scenic 
artists have only themselves to blame 
for the poor biz they are now experi- 
encing. Orders involving time payments 
were rated excessively, according to these 
producers Many times, the producers 
advise, when a cash buy was mentioned, 


the scenic artists immediately took a 
one-third off the mentioned price. The 
producers feel that if the scenic men 
would have been more reasonable in 
their prices their business would have 
been better. They believe that the 
scenery people always tried to make up 
for the slow months that little producing 
was done. 


Producers advise that they have had 
several scenic artists come to them with 
the most attractive offers for buying 
scenery Some scenic men induce pro- 
ducers that they will make settings and 
that the money can be paid whenever the 
producer is able. It's a gamble, but they 
are willing to take the chance. Formerly 
when the order was placed, one-third of 
the price had to be paid immediately, 
another third on delivery, and the final 
payment at a time agreed. 


If costumers haven't any wardrobe on 


hand that the prospective purchaser 
likes, they are even willing to make up 
a new outfit to be rented With the 
uncertainty of dates wunabating, act 


owners advise that they will continue to 
rent scenery and costumes, prefering not 
to fall for the attractive buying propo- 
sitions.

This week's bill is song and dance with 
@ vengeance, relieved only by a bit of 
heavy drama All excellent acts, but 
difficult to spot them without conflict. 
A few more seats filled today, the rea- 
son being a turnout of little theater 
fans to see the Drama League’s prize- 
winning playlet. 

Four Cirillo Brothers started the pro- 
ceedings with a sprightly melange of 
song, dance and music of the “collegiate” 
type that made the grade and won a fair 
hand. 


Ilse Marvenga, pretty blonde singer 
from the musical comedy stage, deserved 
a spot farther down on the bill, but she 
got across'Nnicely in the deuce with a 
pleasing repertoire that included a heavy 
ballad, Shanghai Gesture, and several 
sprightly Viennese numbers. She has 
an excellent voice and a charming per- 
sonality 


Charlie Howard in. Oh, Butler, a com- 
edy sketch, was one of the comedy high 
lights. As a tipsy butler he made the 
most of his somewhat limited oppor- 
tunities and extricted the maximum of 
laughs from the sparse audience. Assist- 
ing him were Berna Doyle, Wills Claire 
and Hazel Klinger. 

Medley and Duprey had a tough spot 
following Howard, but it didn’t faze 
them. Their familiar song, dance and 
chatter act in. which Medley’s precipitate 
exits thru the drapes and his exploding 
phonograph are sure-fire bits went over 
with a bang. Miss Duprey wears some 
attractive new costumes. 

The Chicago Drama League's prize- 
winning playlet, The Tenth Man, pre- 
sented by members of the Jewish Insti- 
tute Players’ Guild, is a gripping drama 
of Jewish religious life and held the 
interest of the audience thruout. It is 
not, however, a sketch that would have 
a general appeal, being so foreign 
to most audiences that they would not 
know what it was all about. To one 
unfamiliar with Jewish religion it is 
difficult to follow. The sketch has to 
do with the observance of Yom Kippur 
The rabbi and eight of the faithful are 
seen lamenting the fact that one man 
of the number required for the proper 
observance of the day is lacking. Only 
one of the group, a young man who has 
been fasting and praying for three days, 
has faith that the necessary 10th man 
will appear. The remainder of the group 
spend the day in futile lamentations, 
bickerings and vicious gossip. Suddenly 
the 10th man, who has been the subject 
of their discussion and has been char- 
acterized as a sinner and unworthy, ap- 
pears, and there follows an acrid discus- 
sion as to the genuineness of his re- 
pentance. While the argument is in prog- 
ress the man disappears as suddenly as 
he came. leaving the group amazed. Then 
his mother enters, wailing and asking 
for a death prayer for her son, whom she 
declared she wrapped in a shroud the 


night before and has been watching over. 
rhe group then realizes it has been 
dealing with a phantom, and so the 
drama ends. Very well acted and re- 


ceived with generous applause, but too 
“heavy” for the average audience and 
wholly unsuited to vaudeville. 


On after intermission Ben Blue, come- 
dian, in The Old Hokum Bucket, started 
weak and for a while it looked as if he 
wouldn't get goiu* good at all, but the 
“dying duck” an the skating stunt put 
him over big. Biggest asset of the act 
is Floria Vestoff, a tall blonde, who is 
a wonderfully pleasing dancer and along 
with it has the looks and personality 
Blue would be better off without his 
stooges. They slow up the act. 


Just about the most refreshing act on 
the bill is Frank De Voe, who warbles 
comedy and heavy songs with equal suc- 
cess.

FALLS, READING AND BOYCE pave a big sock to the opening frame with their 
peppy pedalistics and acrobatic tidbits Singly and in trio they work with speed 
me finesse, but speed is their forte, and on this account they stopped the show 
cold. 

VIOLA RUDELL AND EDWARD DUNIGAN should not have been spotted this 
early in the show, and on second thought they should not have been booked for 
this show at all, which is a reflection against the judgment of the booker and 
not the act. They are what has come to be called a Palace act, being far superior 
to their inane material. Miss Rudell is a comedienne of much natural wit and 
talent, while Dunigan is a thoroly refreshing straight. The girl's drunk should 
get a better break in a script. They made a neat getaway.. Theirs is a skit, Such 
Is Life, by Eugene Conrad. 

ALMA RUBENS might have made a very favorable impression if she had 
carried out the implication of one of her billing lines, which conveyed that she 
gives Imitations of Your Favorite Stars. But the charming screen actress 
wanders off instead into a hodgepodge of rhymed gab concocted by Mann Holine: 
and Phil Charig. The allegedly funny business put over with the assistance « 
Leslie Adams and Milton Leroy needs plenty staging attention and the vitalizing 
influence of a good gag writer. Miss Rubens is a sweet personality and should 
make good with an act on a par with her talents. Bob Hamill is her piano accom- 
panist. Got a neat ovation and was applauded enough at the bows to warrant 
her fulsome curtain speech. 

VAL AND ERNIE STANTON went over nicely despite their unpardonable error 
in allowing their ambition to do a big act overshadow their established popularity 
as a two-act. There are three boys and three girls used in support, with the excep- 
tion of the youth who does corking contortionistics and the little lady who steps 
with the grace of a gazelle. The only pleasurable moments are those in which 
the Stantons do their cross-fire stuff as of old. 

RIN-TIN-TIN, with his owner and trainer, Lee Duncan, playing no small 
part in the act, went over with a bang. Duncan engages in an engrossing 
spiel, while the Barrymore of dogdom obeys his every command, and several of 
them are quite difficult to carry out. This goes for both man and dog. The 
pair were recalled for an encore. 

DUKE ELLINGTON AND HIS ORCHESTRA, booked in too late to be pro- 
gramed, wound up the first half in a blaze of dusky glory. This act makes 
Ellington’s old one seem puny by comparison. The 12 boys play hot tunes like 
masters, but taken all in all they serve merely as a lively background for the 
work of a quintet of hoofers with 14-carat feet, a prima donna with a corking 
delivery and Cora La Redd, who appears to have a monopoly on the Senegambian 
version of It. Specialties were followed up by demanded encores. 

CHARLES DERICKSON AND BURTON BROWN, who have climbed to the point 
where they are one of the strongest warbling and piano combos. in vaude., stopped 
the show twice. First when Brown played his classical medley on the grand, 
next when Derickson did the Hebrew item, Rachem. 

HEYWOOD BROUN, with all lights full up, walked out to an ovation that 
shook the old Palace's every rafter. The huge bulk of good nature and subtle 
wit put over a monolog that’s not only good vaudeville, but a gem for any audience 
of grownups. This date evolved from a gez and finally became a stunt for 
charity, Broun’s salary going to several organizations. Broun works in a charming 
ad lib. style and he appears to talk of anything that comes to his mind. A Will 
Rogers who hurls darts at himself rather than others. He got more laughs than a 
stage full of stooges, also a show-stopping sendoff. 

CLARA BARRY AND ORVAL WHITLEGE might have wished that they 
wouldn’t be spotted following Broun, but they got going speedily in their familiar 
harangue. In less time than it takes to relate, the Palace was again the citadel of 
wisecracking, and the reversion could not have been placed in the hands of a 
better team. This act is a classic of spicy crossfire, but Hiram Brown will bawl 
you out if you say it’s dirty. There is a difference. A show-stop here, too.

NEW YORK, May 19.—Daylight-saving 
time took a hard wallop on the old 
beezer up in Northeastern Pennsylvania 
last week, with M. E. Comerford, formerly 
head of the Comerford Circuit of Thea- 
ters, recently sold to Paramount Publix, 
on the delivering end of the punch. 

Daylicht saving has been a bane to 
theater owners and exhibitors in every 
section of the country where it has been 
in force In Northern Pennsylvania it 
has been bitterly opposed for several 
years, with only one small town in that 
section observing it. However, Scranton, 
Pa civic organizations, such as the 
Kiwanis, Rotary and Lions clubs, as well 
as the Chamber of Commerce, have been 
advocating its adpotion.

Sixty Pictures Abroad 


NEW YORK, May 19.-—The day of New 
Ycerk and Hollywood as the ,only chief 
producing centers for American-financed 
films is done. At least, that is the state- 
ment given out by Jesse L. Lasky on his 
return from a several weeks’ trip abroad, 
during which time he visited the leading 
capitals of Europe to make a thoro in- 
spection of theaters where American 
sound films were shown. 


As a result, Jesse L. Lasky announces 
that Paramount will produce 60 pictures 
abroad during the coming year in six 
different languages — French, German, 
Italian, Spanish, Swedish and Hungarian. 
It is the only method to combat the 
dialogue angle in (foreign countries 
where American silent productions were 
far in favor of native films.

Radio Field 


Acquire National Radio 
Advertising, Inc., hook-up 
on shorts and broadcasts 


NEW YORK, May 19.—Warner Bros. 
branched out in a new direction last 
week when they acquired National Radio 
Advertising, Inc. This gives the Warner 
organization an enviable position in the 
field of electrical transcriptions for 
radio broadcasting. The announcement 
of the acquisition of National Radio 
Advertising was made by Herman Starr, 
vice-president of Warner Bros. 

On account of Warners having re- 
cently secured the control of the Bruns- 
wick-Balke-Collender Musical Division, 
together with the music acquired from 
their various music-publishing organi- 
zations on which they have recently 
bought in, the electrical transcription 
for radio broadcasting can be planned, 
made and sold under one central organi- 
zation fully equipped with all the neces- 
sary facilities for such broadcasting, in- 
cluding talent, music, recording and 
reproduction. Heretofore the various 
processes required for broadcasting from 
records had been divided among dif- 
ferent companies. Now all of these 
activities are co-ordinated under Warner 
Bros.’ Pictures due to its control of 
ubsidiary companies. 

Raymond Soat, who originated and 
perfected the method of electrical tran 
cription, will continue as president of 
National Radio Advertising. This or- 
ganization is the broker for radio-sta- 
tion time and produced the first elec- 
trically transcribed program on the air, 
known as So-a-Tone broadcasts. The 
company has at its service all the im- 
portant broadcasting stations in the 
United States, as well as several stations 
in Canada and one in Honolulu. 

Electrically transcribed broadcasts are 
programs transmitted from records in- 
stead of from the human voice. It is 
identical with chain or telephone-wire 
broadcasting save for the one difference 
in the vehicle of transmission, records 
being used in broadcasting such pro- 
grams instead of the living persons. The 
artists work before the “mike” as they 
do in a studio where a chain program 
is being broadcast, but instead of re- 
leasing the program immediately it is 
made on a record and held for deferred 
broadcasting. 

Just what the Warners’ hookup will 
be with the picture end of the game and 
the broadcast is rather difficult to state 
just at this time, tho it would be simple 
enough to transmit the records of mu- 
sical shorts made for pictures over the 
air and no doubt cut the expense of 
double talent for two different re- 
cordings.

Board of Health foliows 
up complaints of sharp 
temperature changes 


NEW ORLEANS, May 17.—As a result 
of complaints filed with the city board 
of health, Dr. Paul Gelpi, member of 
the board, has announced that the 
board would confer with the manage- 
ment of local theaters concerning 
temperatures in the theaters. Complaints 
have been made that the temperature 
in the theaters is too low and that the 
difference from outdoors is too sharp. Dr. 
Gelpi said an investigation would be 
made and an adjustment reached con- 
cerning the proper temperatures to be 
maintained in the theaters equipped with 
automatic cooling devices. 

The average temperature in the va- 
rious down-town houses is about 70 de- 
grees. The temperature on the street 
at midday averages around 90 degrees. 


Court Allows Equipment 
Companies To Sue Jointly 


NEEW YORK, May 19.—The Court of 
Appeals, Second District of New York, 
this week maintained the right of the 
Western Electric Company and the Elec- 
trical Research Products to sue as co- 
plaintiffs in the patent infringement 
case against the Pacent Company 

In maintaining the right of the two 
above-named companies the Court of 
Appeals reversed the decision of the Dis- 
trict Court, which had held that the 
companies were improperly joined as co- 
plaintiffs in the suit. 

In view of the ruling of the Court of 
Appeals, the original bill of complaint 
alleging patent infringements is _ re- 
manded to the District Court, where it 
will be tried on the merits of the paten*s 
involved. Under the present status of 
the case the defendants, the Pacent 
Reproducer Corporation and the Pacent 
Electric Company, have 20 days in which 
to file their replies. 

The decision reached yesterday is con- 
sidered of vast importance, as there are 
other suits of alleged patent infringe- 
ments pending. on which the decision 
rendered this week will no doubt have a 
bearing. Among these other suits are 
the Western Electric Company against 
the General Talking Pictures Corpora- 
tion in the District Court of Southern 
New York; the Western Electric Com- 
pany against Sol Wallerstein, exhibitor, 
in the District Court of Buffalo; Western 
Electric Company against the Stanley 
Company in Delaware and against the 
Biophone Company in New Jersey.

REVIEWS OF THE LATEST 


“The Big Pond” 


(A PARAMOUNT PICTURE) 
At the Rialto 


This is Maurice Chevalier’s third 
starring vehicle for Paramount and what 
a wow of a picture it is. If your audi; 
ences have liked this personable alien 
player in his first two productions they 
will love him in this one. It is a 
totally different Chevalier, but one that 
should have all audiences begging for 
more of his pictures—many more. It is 
one that will not only appeal to the 
feminine clientele, but to the masculine 
as well. After seeing it one wonders just 
how the powers that be at Paramount 
passed it up as a high-priced attraction, 
for it has everything to make it popular 
and will certainly establish Chevalier as 
the most versatile star on the screen 
today. 

In Innocents of Paris we had Chevalier 
in a typical melodrama, flitting in and 
out of bie revue numbers with numerous 
beautiful coryphees as a background. 
Perhaps Paramount felt the colorful 
surroundings were needed for his first 
introduction. In The Love Parade, a 
very excellent picture, we saw Chevalier 
strutting around in handsome uniforms 
amid royal trappings in a superbly pro- 
duced and directed picture. In this one 
we find him just Chevalier, wearing 
modern attire, in a delightful little in- 
nocuous comedy that offers him every 
opportunity minus the gorgeous spec- 
tacle productions of his first two films, 
and yet, by far, the finest of his three 
offerings. By his portrayal Chevalier 
stamps himself as a star whose forte is 
light comedy. He has given the screen 
one of the most delightful bits of 
portrayal since it found voice. 

The story, based on the play of same 
name by George Middleton and A. E. 
Thomas, is light as thistledown, yet it 
is buoyant with brittle dialog by Preston 
Sturges, author of the Broadway success, 
Strictly Dishonorable. It is invigorating 
with its mirth-provoking situations and 
literally sparkles with the delightful 
portrayal of Chevalier. There is some- 
thing insouciant about this picture and 
yet it has some of the whimsical twist 
in its construction that has made many 
of the George M. Cohan plays huge suc- 
cesses. It fairly scintillates in spots and 
its excellent direction by Hobart Henley, 
coupled with no wasted footage and an 
accelerated tempo thruout, have woven 
it into a concoction that should rank 
far up among the best of the year. 

George Barbier, in one of the leading 
character roles, takes second honors to 
Chevalier. Barbier is a find for the 
screen. His expressive face almost plants 
a line before he delivers it. Claudette 
Colbert has the leading feminine role 
and looks stunning, proving an excellent 
foil to the romantic Chevalier. Little 
Elaine Koch also carries away honors 
among those in minor characterizations. 

The story of The Big Pond is fragile, 
yet it has been so deftly constructed 
that it becomes of vast import. At the 
start we find an American family abroad. 
The father is a millionaire chewing gum 
manufacturer. The daughter has fallen 
in love with her guidé, or rather her 
courier, as she calls him. To break the 
romance the father invites the guide to 

America to work in his factory. Here 
he heaps hardships on the head of the 
Frenchman, but instead of complaining 
the man seems to thrive under his labors 
and soon has discovered something new 
in gum making that gives him a formid- 
able spot in the company. But in his 
American rush for business the French- 
man’ loses track of his romance and 
forgets that he hag won the girl thru 
his graceful attentions. To pique him 
she pretends to be engaged to the guide's 
hated rival. But the Frenchman proves 
equal to the occasion and all ends 
happily. 

Here is a picture your audiences will 
eat up. If you have not already booked 
it, do so at once, and it is possible that 
it may be good for a repeat. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Piug Chevalier. This picture wil! 
make him for future productions 
if his first two films have not al- 
ready done sc. Tell your audiences 
to see this Continental star in his 
first screen story in an American 
locale. Hear him pick up the 


American slang and deliver it only 


as this Frenchman can deliver it. 
Plug his chief song number, “You 
Brought a New Kind of Love to 
Me”. Get your music stores to 
plug it when you play the picture. 
This is a picture in a chewing gum 
factory locale. There ought to be 
some tieup for you with a gum 
company, even tho this is a gum 
that carries a liquor flavor. Such 
a sign as “Chew a Toast to Your 
Girl With Billings’ Liquor-Flavored 
Gum” posted around the town 
should bring talk. There will be 
no Opposition from the dry forces, 
as it is only a flavor, not an in- 
toxicant. Perhaps packages of gum 
might be secured, distributed with 
a card, “Have a chew of (say) 
Spearmint on the — Theater, but 
you'll have to visit that theater to 
have Chevalier tell you about 
Higgins’ gum.” A native European 
finds pep and happiness by adopt- 
ing American methods.

“Swing High” 
(PATHE) 
Pathe Projection Room 


Joseph Santley is the director of this 
production. It is his first effort for 
Pathe and he has turned out a neat 
circus romance, musicalized in such a 
way that it takes on the semblance of 
& musica] comedy, with a sawdust and 
tanbark locale. It is an interesting pro- 
duction thruout and is good for any 
one of the week-stand houses, and as 
a neighborhood second-run should be a 
general knockout. It is the type of pro- 
duction that the older folks will just 
love to take the kiddies to see. 

Santley’s direction is really neat. In 
addition to a nicely continuized story, 
thoroly melodramatic but well told, he 
has managed to cut his musical num- 
bers so neatly into the story that they 
really seem part of the plot. Which is 
Saying a great dea] when one considers 
the inane manner in which most mu- 
sical numbers have been interpolated 
into melodramatic films without rhyme 
or reason. 

The circus surroundings naturally 
give a colorful atmosphere to the pro- 
duction, and setting his time around the 
"60s Santley, who has a penchant for 
the ante-bellum costumes, has added 
even a more chameleonic pageantry 
than the circus surroundings alone 
would allow. He has also managed to 
get some excellent panoramic views of 
the circus caravan as it travels over the 
country roads from town to town, the 
vistas of distant mountains and fleecy 
clouds adding much to its loveliness. 
The photography in these scenes is of 
especial interest. 

The story is by Santley and James 
Seymour, and it is an E. B. Derr pro- 
duction. While there may be some 
criticism, particularly among. circus 
people, that the dialog is not couched 
in the vernacular of the average circus 
player, the authors and directors have 
ho doubt tried to prove, unconsciously 
perhaps, that all artistes of the arena 
and rigging are not the rough element 
that those in the outside world would 
believe. He has tried to make them 
human beings, and if their ultra- 
courtesy i a little overly emphasized at 
times it can easily pass muster under 
the heading of dramatic license. 

Garner's Circus is on its yearly jaunt 
actoss the country. Following in its 
wake, and putting up its tent right near 
the circus grounds, is an itinerant 
medicine show. The ringmaster of the 
circus, who is also the side-show spleler, 
resents the medicine show on account 
of the fact that a boy, Gerry, traveling 
with it, has such a marvelous voice that 
he ruins the side-show spieler’s ballyhoo 
and draws the crowd over to the medi- 
cine show. Thru the influence of the 
circus owner's daughter a deal is made 
whereby the medicine show signs up 
with the circus. The romance between 
the circus owner’s daughter and the boy 
develops until they become engaged 
The girl is an aerial performer, and 
when her partner is hurt another girl 
is brought on to fill in. This girl is a 
friend of the ringmaster’s and together 
they plan to ruin the boy. He is finally 
accused of stealing the box-office re- 
ceipts and lodged in jail. But his sweet- 
heart knows he is innocent, and while 


she has her partner suspended in the 
air makes her admit who stole the 
money under threat of letting her drop 
into the arena. It all works out okeh. 
Two catchy numbers break the dramatic 
action. They are My Guitar and You 
and Happiness Over the Hill, the latter 
sung by a choral] ensemble of Negro 
stake drivers and roustabouts with a 
precision action that makes it thoroly 
enchanting. 

Fred Scott, the boy who recently came 
into prominence under the Pathe ban- 
ner, has the leading role of Gerry. 
Scott has a nice personality and an ex- 
cellent singing voice and no doubt will 
soon prove one of the real draws at the 
box office. Helen Twelvetrees is nicely 
cast in the leading feminine role, while 
Dorothy Burgess again does her vamping 
successfully in the role of Trixie. Others 
who appear to advantage in the produc- 
tion are George Fawcett, Daphne Pol- 
lard, John Sheehan, Bryant Washburn, 
Nick Stuart, Sally Starr, Little Billy and 
William Langan. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
The circus atmosphere lends a wide 
variance for exploitation. Have 
your box office look like a sircus 
ticket wagon, sprinkle sawdust on 
you floor, peddle red lemonade at 
a penny a glass to cover the cost, 
or you may be able to get some 
bottling concern to furnish you 
strawberry soda water free of 
charge. A miniature menagerie in 
your lobby would go great. Build 
your menagerie with toy sets. Any 
toy store will be glad to furnish 
you with animals to put in minia- 
ture enclosures, and build this 
menagerie as close to a circus 
replica as possible. Dress your 
doormen and outside men as 
clowns or ringmasters. If you can 
stage a parade at little cost, do so. 
No doubt ads from your local store- 
keeper on autos and floats would 
pay for this.

“The Bad One” 
(UNITED ARTISTS) 


Projection Room 


This production introduces Dolores Del 
Rio in her first all-talking venture, and 
as to her personal efforts she has noth- 
ing to fear from the dialogic screen. Miss 
Del Rio is more glamorous than ever, 
still, thru dialog, the possessor of that 
piquant charm that practically brought 
her from obscurity to stardom overnight 
in the William Fox production, Wiiat 
Price Glory? And for the first time Miss 
Del Rio, the Charmaine of that produc- 
tion, and Edmund Lowe, the Sergeant 
Quirt of the same picture, are playing 
opposite one another. The selection is 
a happy one. 

The Bad One gets its title from the 
stellar role played by Miss Del Rio, who 
is given that sobriquet in a water- 
front dive with its roistering sailors and 
heterogeneous mass of ne’er-do-wells, 
congregating there nightly to see her do 
her stuff. The nickname by which she 
is known does not necessarily imply that 
she is bad at heart, for while she toys 
with him with her caprices she is still a 
good woman, in spite of the sordid sur- 
roundings in which she earns a rather 
precarious livelihood. In order to gain 
the patrons’ favor and hence ring 
money to the owner's coffers and gifts to 
herself, she even goes so far as to pre- 
sent several of her admirers with a key 
to her room, which doesn’t fit the lock 
and, in fact, she never gives them the 
right address of her abode. Her flirta- 
tions, however, lead her into numerous 
difficulties and when the real man, a 
Brooklyn sea-faring man, comes along 
she piques him by pretending to care for 
other men, finally succumbing to his 
protestations of love and admitting he1 
heart belongs to him and that the other 
men in her life were merely flirtations 
But these flirtations lead to trouble, for 
one of her admirers returns on the day 
of her wedding to the Brooklyn sailor 
and when her lover finds the other man 
forcing his attentions on her he knocks 
him down. The man dies from the blow 
and the lover is sentenced to prison for 
10 years. To prove that she loves him 
she flirts with a prison guard and 
promises to marry him if he will take 
her to live at the prison. Soon she has 


proved to her prison sweetheart that she 
cares for him. Just as the guard finds 
out he has been duped the prisoners 
stage an outbreak and in the mutiny 
the Brooklyn lad blows up a bridge pre- 
venting the escape of the prisoners and 
saving the guards and wardens from 
wholesale slaughter. Naturally he is 
pardoned and soon he and the girl are 
looking to a bright future in a Brooklyn 
flat. 1 

The locale of the picture is Marseilles, 
giving an interesting atmosphere to the 
production and one that has been well 
carried out by Director George Fitz- 
maurice to the smallest detail Fitz- 
maurice’s direction and the excellent 
casting make the picture thoroly enter- 
taining in spite of its rather strenuous 
melodramatics. The contrasting of the 
Spanish entertainer in a French dive and 
that of the American sailor brings the 
color to action and costume that makes 
the picture individual. It, perhaps, 
strains reality in its story, but its 
meticulous direction and _ selection of 
types overcomes that. This is good for 
the deluxers and the neighborhood 
houses. Others in the cast, in addition 
to the leading players, are Don Alvarado, 
Charles McNaughton, Blanche Fredirici, 
Mitchell Lewis, Ullrich Haupt, Adrienne 
D’'Ambricourt and Vola D’Avril. The 
story is from an original by John 
Farrow. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Rather a difficult film to exploit. 
Get your people interested in Del 
Rio's talk. She also sings a bit and 
dances a bit. Trailers, with catchy 
argumentative questions, should 
be an aid. Such as, “Can a woman 
flirt with many men and still be 
true to one?” Play up the “What 
Price Glory?” teaming of Del Rio 
and Edmund Lowe in your lobby. 
Recall their first two great roles 
together. “See Lowe as a hard- 
boiled sailor, instead of a marine, 
who falls for the wiles of a 
Spanish Lita, instead of a French 
Charmaine.”

“Soldiers and Women” 
(COLUMBIA PICTURES) 
At the Hippodrome 

Stage plays sometimes make _ suc- 
cessful screen plays, especially if 
the plot and action have not suf- 
fered by the use of the new film 
medium. An excellent job has been 
done with Soldiers and Women, taken 
from a play of the same name by Paul 
Hervey Fox and George Tilton, and 
directed by Edward Sloman, and praise 
for a highly entertaining drama, run- 
ning an hour and 11 minutes, is due 
to the superb cast and fine technical 
staff work on the production. Columbia 
Pictures have lately been turning out 
some excellent features, and this is only 
another of the Columbia “gems”. The 
players comprise favorites of the stage 
and screen, including Aileen Pringle. 
Grant Withers, Helen Johnson, Walter 
McGrail, Emmett Corrigan, Blanche 
Fredirici, Wade Boteler, Ray Largay. 
William Colvin and Sam Nelson, all of 
whom give splendid performances. The 
camera work by Ted Tetzlaff is espe- 
clally good on the scenic shots and 
angles, and the backgrounds in perfect 
focus at varied distances are worthy 
feats. 

To this reviewer the principal criti- 
cism to the feature, slight at that, is 
that the scandal-seeking and gossipy 
atmosphere given to the officers and 
wives of the United States marines sta- 
tioned in the tropics might prove objec- 
tionable to certain groups of people, but 
the delicate handling of the subject by 
cast and staff alike should overcom: 
any derogatory feelings on that score 
As a murder story, with military and 
tropical atmosphere, it has great value 
and holds interest from start to finish 

The story is that of a group of officers 
of the United States marines stationed 
in the sweltering tropics and of their 
social, military and romantic philander- 
ing, with an interwoven murder plo! 
and apprehension of the culprit. The 
commanding officer of the post is Gen- 
eral Mitchell, whose daughter, Brenda, 
is married to the next in rank, Colonel 
Ritchie, and the social circle of this 
family group includes Captain Arnold 
and his wife, Helen; Captain Branch 
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and Commander Colvin, a naval doctor. 
There is also Martha, Helen's maid; 
Sergeant Conlon and Private Delehenty, 
who are drawn into the plot of the 
piece. Brenda is painted as a psycho- 
pathic and neurotic woman, who ts ex- 
tremely attractive nevertheless. She is 
secretly in love with Captain Branch, 
but her advances are not reciprocated, 
for he in turn is madly in love with 
Captain Arnold's wife, Helen, thus mak- 
ing up a choice bit of scandal. Arnold 
surreptitiously discovers the love affairs 
of the women and plans to expose them, 
his status with his wife being none too 
steady. But during a drunken spell he 
is murdered and each of the others, 
with the exception of the general, colo- 
nel, sergeant and maid, are believed to 
be guilty. The solution of the murder 
is a dramatic climax of merit. Building 
of the plot and atmosphere has been 
excellently done. 

EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
The tropical atmosphere of the 
picture has its exploitation possi- 
bilities, your lobby and marquee 
being ideal for palm and fern 
decorations, which could be secured 
on a tieup with local florists or 
nurseries. The military atmosphere 
is also a natural for exploitation, 
bringing in particularly the officers 
of the Marines. The cast is one 
of the best features of the produc- 
tion, all being well known and 
worth plugging. And in your news- 
paper campaign, don't forget the 
dramatic plot of the story, stress- 
ing the social psychology of the 
service men. stationed in the 


tropics.

“The Silent Enemy” 


(PARAMOUNT) 
At the Criterion 


Here is an out of the ordinary picture, 
produced in its natural settings in 
Northern Ontario, Can., on the rim of 
the Arctic Circle, by permission of the 
Canadian Government. While it is a 
silent film, except for musical syn- 
chronization, it speaks more eloquently 
in its pantomime than many of the talk- 
ing productions in their reverberating 
loquacity. 

The picture was not produced by Para. 
mount, tho it is distributed by that or- 
ganization. It was produced by William 
Douglas Burden and William C. Chanler, 
with a cast including 200 Indians, mostly 
Ojibways, in their native habitat and, 
according to statements from the pro- 
ducers, it was two years in the making. 
First of all the picture has the beauty 
of the natural settings, with running 
streams, towering birch trees, miles of 
glistening snow, craggy banks leading 
from turbulent rivers and numerous 
flora and fauna peculiar to that ter- 
ritory. These natural settings take on 
a double importance, as they are first 
seen in Indian summer and later in the 
dead of winter when these redmen are 
forced to fight the cold and the wild 
life of the wilderness for their daily 
existence. 

While all of this is remarkable, as are 
the scenes of fighting wild animals, of 
which there are several, the most im- 
pressive part of the picture is the ability 
of these Indians to carry on the story 
with their lack of picture experience 
and make it ring true. One is really 
surprised at their power of pantomime 
and histrionic ability. They play their 
various roles in a manner that is thoroly 
convincing on account of its naturalness 
and one almost forgets that the story is 
the work of an inventive author. It nearly 
loses all power of fiction and takes on 
a semblance of fact. In addition there 
are many thrilling moments, particularly 
the fight between a mountain lion and a 
bear cub; also a scene in which a bull 
moose fights off a pack of wolves, the 
son of the Indian chief finally appear- 
ing to fight off the wolves and kill the 
moose for the sustenance of himself and 
his people. And the kill is made with- 
out gun, but with a weapon looking 
much like a javelin, thrown into the 
side of the animal. These and similar 
scenes will bring wide interest and dis- 
cussion to the production, and the film's 
director, H. P. Carver, has done a 


masterly plece of work in catching these 
sequences, 


The Silent Enemy is hunger. Hunger 


that comes in the dread days of the 
near-Arctic winter, when the earth is 
covered for months in a mantle of heavy 
snow and when the Indian must go out 
into the wilds to seek meat for himself 
and his tribesmen. The son of the chief 
believes he can lead his people to a 
caribou herd, while he is opposed by the 
medicine man, who not only resents the 
other Indian's leadership, but hates him 
on account of the tact that the Indian 
girl he seeks for his squaw favors the 
chief's son. On and on these people 
sweep over miles of snow in quest of 
the caribou, all of the time the medicine 
man stirring them up to rebellion as 
hunger gnaws at their vitals. Just when 
they rebel and the leader takes his place 
on the funeral pyre to pay for his mis- 
take in leading them into a country 
barren of animal life, the caribou herd is 
discovered. This scene, as the Indians 
dash upon these hundreds of animals, 
killing enough to surfeit them for the 
remainder of the winter, is one of the 
thrilling episodes of the film. 

Whether your audiences demand talk- 
ing pictures or not they will go for this 
one. It is impressive, authoritative and 
real. It has sequences of rare beauty 
and nerve-racking excitement. It is 
romance, melodrama and adventure all 
woven into one. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
The usual trappings that go with 
the average Indian production will 


aid in your lobby decorations, such 
as Indian blankets, tepees, birch 
canoes, etc. See if you can get 
your sporting goods house to make 
a window display divided in half 
in which the modern weapons for 
hunting are shown and contrast 
the other half with bows and ar- 
rows and any other strange weap- 
ons of the Indian that you may 
manage to get together. On the 
marquee of your theater build a 
tepee and at night try to have a 
red flare burning. Take your au- 
diences into your confidence that 
this ts not a talking picture, let 
them understand that it is silent, 
but one that speaks eloquently in 
its scenic beauty and its dramatic 


action.

It’s a smooth 
running film thruogt, and the credit for 
that goes to Donald’Crisp, who directed. 

Lloyd Hughes and Mary Astor, fea- 
tured, do nice work with the hero and 
heroine roles. Hughes makes a hand- 
some and dashing hero, who is ready to 
believe in and protect the innocent 
Mary Astor. The latter plays her part 
nicely, and lIcoks and acts as charm- 
ingly as ever. Then there's a good por- 
trayal from David Newell of a disap- 
pointed lover. Also a brilliantly played 
butler role by Edgar Norton. Other 
roles are handied okay by Natalie Moor- 
head, Maurice Block, Paul Hurst, Pran- 
cis McDonald, Harry Tenbrook, Phil 
Brady and Theodore Lorch. 

The title and opening of the film 
makes one unsuspect the ensuing cops’ 
and robbers’ action, Has a young couple 
pulling an elopement, but before they 
get the minister to tie the knot the girl 
tries to back out. The boy friend locks 
her in as he goes out for the minister, 
and just about when she is ready to 
ditch the room by’ leaving via the fire 
escape, a gunman‘ comes in thru the 
window. There’s a cop right after him 
and plugs him fat@lly. Before the gun- 
man dies he plagts a valuable pearl 
necklace in the girl’s purse. 

She manages to get out of the room 
before the cops get there by slipping a 
bribe to the maid, who is a part of the 
gang. This maid gives her an employ- 
ment agency card which she had as a 
cook for a wealthy bachelor. However, 
the maid was tipped off by the dead 
gunman where he planted the jewels. 
The innocent girl goes to the bachelor’s 
home and he accepts her, tho he believes 
cooking isn’t her line. Maid of the gang 
gets there and grats the pearls.

For prizes, a tieup might be ef- 
fected with the town jeweler to 
furnish strings of pearls.

You might con- 
vince by giving a slogan idea for 
his sign cards, such as “Pearls, as 
in ‘The Runaway Bride’, that most 
anyone would battle for.” For 
lobby display to get the ladies have 
posters read something like “See 
the results of an attempted elope- 
ment.” For the thrill seekers play 
up the angle of “See the law shoot, 
chase and capture a hard-boiled 
gang.”

(Continued from paqe 23) 
that has been sadly lacking In most of 
hie other productions. It is a_ typical 
Rancroft role and one that will hold his 
fans as well as the attention of any 
audience. Melodrama—mach of it, but 
coupled with a society and underworld 
setting that lends the contrast to make 
it popular with all type audiences 

The screen play is based on Zoe Akin's 
Pardon My Glove that was tried out in 
ivractise some few vears ago with Billie 
Burke in the starring role of the stage 
play, and Louis Wolheim in the role 
Bancroft plays on the screen. Miss 
Burke’s role, played on the screen by 
Mary Astor, has been subordinated so as 
to make the male role the chief char- 
acter. Bancroft has the role of a mil- 
lionaire contractor who is harried by a 
cang of racketeers who want a cut on his 
business. Coming from the slums in 
pite of his ability to make money he is 
snubbed by his business associates when 
t comes to society. His style of dress is 
atrocious, his manner gruff, his eti- 
quette uncouth Finally he realizes this 
and gets a friend to give him advice re- 
rarding social deportment. Thru this 
friend he meets a society matron sepa- 
rated from her husband. They fall in 
love. Bancroft, whose wife is dead, has 
a son of 10. So has the woman with 
whom he has fallen in love. In an effort 
to try to make her realize how deep 
his love is he has her son kidnaped so 
that he can be the one to return him 
to her But the gang opposed to him 
gets wise to his plans and not only kid- 
naps her son but his own child and 
forces him to choose between the two 
children, the one he leaves behind to be 
sent into a life of crime. He saves the 
woman's son and naturally fights his 
own way out of the dive, saving his own 
flesh and blood. 

Bancroft gives one of his best por- 
trayals to the role of Joe Forziata. His 
hest—-because the role allows a greater 
ititude of characterization in its gruff- 
ness, its rough, tho loyal admiration, of 
the woman, and his fine sense of humor 
t the conceits he finds in the svo-called 
social graces. Mary Astor has her first 
speaking role in this production and the 
wife of the late Kenneth Hawks, who 
lost his life in the Fox aeroplane disaster, 
is more beautiful than ever. She pos- 
sesses a perfectly modulated voice that 
adds vastly to her many other charming 
screen graces Frederic March as the 
husband and Stanley Fields as the rival 
gangster are both excellent. Rowland 
V. Lee has managed to give a perfect and 
exciting direction to the _ interesting 
melodrama. 


EXPLO!ITATION SUGGESTION: 
Use a catch line: “You have seen 
Bancroft as a ganster—now see 
him as a gangster-sheik.” Also 
“See George Bancroft — lover, 
gangster, he-man—a devoted father 
to his son, a loving son to his 
mother.” “Rivet your attention to 
the — Theater, where Bancroft, as 
the big contractor, steels himself 
against a gang of building rack- 
eteers and hammers his way to 
victory.” A postcard campaign 
with the following question might 
bring some business: “You Fathers 
of Sons—Suppose the woman you 
loved had a boy the same age of 
your son? Suppose they were both 
in danger and you could win her 
gratitude by saving her son and 
sacrificing your own, what would 
you do? Would you be disloyal to 
your own child if you saved hers?” 
Another card to the mothers might 
read: “Blood is thioker than water, 
they say.

In 
your campaign play up the appeal 
to the men in this film and in 
contrast the appeal to the women.

A good point to 
bring out to your patrons with this 
film is, that, tho the players have 
heretofore been associated in most 
people’s minds with Westerns, this 
picture has the Kentucky moun- 
taineers and their environment for 
its background.

While this cannot exactly be called 
a sequel to In Old Arizona, the first 
outdoor talking picture produced by 
Fox, it is still a follow-up of the former 
production introducing Warner Baxter 
again as the star in the role of the 
Arizona Kid. The picture is subbilled 
as the new adventures of O. Henry's 
character, the Cisco Kid, which for the 
picture has been retitled The Arizona 
Kid. The picture, while inclined to 
slowness in spots, manages to hold the 
interest on account of the strange twists 
that are given several characters and 
the excellent portrayal by Warner Baxter, 
who was awarded the prize by the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences for his work in the first pro- 
duction. Any lethargic pace in the pic- 
ture will be found during the first half 
of its unreeling; about midway it hits 
an accelerated action and keeps it up 
to the finish.

The names of 
this author and motion picture star are 
brought together this week on the screen 
of the local Paramount in The Tezan, 
the story being an adaptation of O.

The Chatterbox

E HAVE been informed from various sources that a certain tab- 

loid manager, now operating in the South, has instigated a 

policy of not paying salaries this season, his reason being that 
he can get all the tabloid performers he wants by merely paying their 
room and board each week. 


It is not that he cannot pay salaries. He is doing a fair business, all 
things considered, and is getting his “dough” from the heuse managers 
each week. Yet he is not even willing to pay his folks a wage to fit the 
times. Part of the money received from the house managers goes for the 
company’s board and room bill, while the rent is salted away in the tab. 
manager’s own grouch bag. If a nerformer should be as bold as to ask 
for his salary, he is told that he may leave immediately, if he likes; that 
there are plenty of other actors who are willing to come on for cakes and 
a bunk. 


Can you imagine anything more detrimenta! to the tabloid field than 
the above manager’s conduct, coming, particularly, at a time when all 
efforts should be made to bring tabs. back to a higher plane? Actors 
that are working for a mere existence are not working for the manager's 
benefit or for the good of the show. They are expending just enough 
effort to get by, and the result is—just another turkey. And one of the 
biggest ills in tabloids today is the fact that there are too many 
turkeys on the road. 


And the performers who work on such a show for mere coffee and are 
just as much to blame as the manager who has no idea of paying salaries. 
It is usually such performers who are continually harping on the 
tough times, yet they are the ones that are bringing it wpon themselves. 
A performer who is content to work for a manager without pay, knowing 
that the manager is making enough money to pay a living wage, is a 
sap, absolutely void of ambition and with wo just right to expect sympathy. 
And what respect can a manager command on such an outfit? 


It is different in the case where a manager pays off whenever he gets 
his. Such a manager is respected by his people, for they know he is doing 
his best under the circumstances. And where the manager has the respect 
of his actors, you may expect a good show; at least, every one is trying 
his darnedest, for they know they will get their “dough” if the manager 
gets his. 


We recently spoke to several members of a company which had just 
concluded a 28 weeks’ season, with the manager owing money 
to practically all the members. Yet there was not a squawk from any of 
them. They realized that the season was a tough one, and appreciated 
the fact that the manager had a tough struggle to keep the show out as 
long as he did, which was far above the average run for @ tab, this sea- 
son. And if this manager suddenly decided to go out tomorrow, he would 
have no difficulty in lining up his same old crowd, He paid off when ne 
had it.

of paper, and call him an advance agent, and in 9 cases out of 10 the 
fellow doesn’t have the faintest idea of how to open a town. 


The greatest bit of false economy a manager can practice is to send 
out ahead of his otherwise good show an inexperienced man, simply be- 


cause he is getting him for proctically nothing. 
in results exactly what he pays for. 


The manager is getting 
A well-known showman recently 


told us: “A good advance man is worth as much to me as two of my best 


actors.” 


If you are eating and sleeping your company on the lot, make it as 


pleasant and homelike as possible for your folks. 


What with the frequent 


outbursts of inclement weather during the season, conditions at times 


become mighty disagreeable. 


You can make things worse for your players 


by provicing them with sieve-like living tents and poor grub. 


The old adage says: “An army can’t fight on an empty stomach.” 


The same holds good for a show troupe 
results from an ill-fed or badly housed company. 


A manager can’t expect the best 
Give a man a poor 


meal, and he wants to fight you; aive him a good meal, and you make a 
friend. Make things comfortable for your folks and feed them well—and 


you will collect big dividends. 


We are not always in a position to check up on the news articles sent 
in, and as a result a “weisenheimer” is able to slip over a fast one on 
us occasionally. However, when we do learn that a person is “shooting the 
bull” to us, he is chalked up and barred from having anything printed 


in the paper.

Give Prize-Winning Play Directors a Hand 


HARRY R. McCLAIN, director of 
the Morse Players of St. Louis, Mo., 
winners of one of Samuel French 
awards in National L. T. Tourna- 
ment. 


The Fighth Annual Little Theater 
Tournament is over. Its thrill and ex- 
citement has passed for all save those 
who were fortunate enough to capture 
the various awards offered. For them 
this tournament will be a lasting, en- 
couraging event. With pride will the 
Buffalo Players point to their Belasco cup 
and undoubtedly return next year to re- 
tain its possession. 


A word should be said in praise of the 
directors who worked so herd toward the 
success of their groups, particularly in 
the case of the directors who produced 
the original unpublished works. 


All thru the fine performance of the 
Studio Theater Players of Buffalo in The 
Man Who Married a Dumb Wife could 
be seen the skillful and artistic hand of 
Jane Keeler, their director. The pres- 
entation, the settings, the costumes and 
the lighting arrangements all contributed 
to that excellent production. 


The direction of Eyes, Maxine Block's 
tragedy of New York east side family life 
which won a Samuel French prize in the 
one-act tournament, received many fa- 
vorable comments, especially at the per- 
formance given the last day. This fine 

*werk might have been utterly ruined in 
less skillful hands than those of Harry 
R. McClain, director of the Morse Players 
of St. Louis, Mo. 

The acting of this group of young 
amateurs was truly remarkable. Not one 
member of the cast was Jewish or even 
Jewish descent, yet the sincerity and ef- 
fectiveness of the Jewish characteriza- 
tion was outstanding and real. Modera- 


tion and restraint were shown by each 
performer in some most trying situa- 
tions. 

Credit for this achievement must sure- 
ly in part go to the director, Harry R. 
McClain, as well as to the actors. Mc- 
Clain’s ability as a dramatic coach was 
especially well demonstrated in the cast 
of Therese Marie Wittler, a young lady 
who did a remarkable piece of work as 
the paralyzed old grandmother, in which 
part she neld the center of the stage 
for more than 45 minutes without speak- 
ing a word or moving from her chair 
until the finale of the play. Surely an 
imaginative vision brought out the 
delicate yet powerful pantomime of that 
difficult character. 

McClain was at one time a member of 
the Masque of Cornell University and 
for a number of years was on the pro- 
fessional stage. For the last 15 years 
he has devoted much of his time to the 
development of young dramatic talent 
in St. Louis and is now director of the 
dramatic art department of the Morse 
School of Expression, director of the 
Little Theater Organization of Washing- 
ton University, and director of the Little 
Theater of YMHA and YWHA of St. 
Louis. He also has been very active in 
the production of Shakespeare's plays in 
St. Louis. 


Rosalba De Anchoriz Joy, director of 
the Paravent Players of Providence, 
Rhode Island, is to be congratulated for 
her splendid production of Marshal by 
Ferenc Molnar. This beautifully acted, 
exquisitely set playlet came very close to 
capturing the Belasco cup. 


Myron FE. Sattler, director of the As- 
sociation Players Stock Company of the 
Y. M. H. A., was responsible in many 
ways for the success of Seven Against 
One, prize-winning one-acter from the 
pen of Maxine Finsterwald. This power- 
fully dramatic play with a cast com- 
posed of men only certainly needed a 
keen theater sense to direct its action 
and climax. It was splendidly produced 
and acted. 


A word in passing to directors of all 
little theater groups: we hope that in 
next year’s tournament they will en- 
deavor to produce less gloomy and 
tragic plays and strive for the lighter 
things. The first prize-winner was rich 
in humor and sparkling lines, the spirit 
of which was caught in excellent fashion 
by the capable Buffalo Players. 

Strangely enough the two successful 
plays receiving the Samuel French awards 
for original works were grim tragedies. 
However, only one of the nine playlets 
eligible for these prizes offered comedy, 
and we are inclined to think if this 
piece had been written in better form 
and theater arrangement it might easily 
have taken a prize. 

It's time to give your director a bic 
hand.

Did any three persons who stayed for 
the final curtain of this self-styled “pre- 
posterous episode in a prolog and three 
acts" know what it was all about? Did 
any two persons? Did anvone, including 
this reviewer? Does Leonard White, the 
playwright, know? 

Coming up for air after three long, 
weary hours of tedious conversation and 
speeches, and disconnected situations, of 
English manners and English tones man- 
gled beyond recognition, we discovered 
the germ of an idea, the little life of 
which was al) but extinguished by poor 
production, complete lack of theater 
sense and about the most ill-fitting cast 
we have ever seen. Yes, there was an 
idea back of it all, an idea which might 
have had possibilities. A theme con- 
cerning a situation which brings about 
a distinct reversal of habits, principles 
and characteristics, is basically good, buf 
the idea in this case never got past just 
being born. 

What the prolog, set in a museum 
(pronounced mu-zay-um by the players) 
had to do with the mechanics of the 
p'ay itself, only the mute Norns can tell. 
True, James Pontifex, programed as 
managing director of Pontifex, Ltd., had 
established a museum to please his own 
ecotism, but it shouldn't have taken a 
long conversation between two men half 
hidden in a ghostly light, to tell us that. 

It seems that a wooden idol has been 
sent to the home of James Pontifex. He 
and the members of his household are 
unaware of the idol’s mystic power. 
Whoever touches this image will, until 
sunset, act directly contrary to his nor- 
mal way of thinking and doing. All but 
two members of the Pontifex manor un- 
wittingly touch the image, and now, 
dear readers, you ought to know what 
happens from new on. Young lovers 
who have grumbled and quarreled sud- 
denly get a yen for each other, a sedate 
and pious old aunt gets plastered with 
an otherwise well-behaved butler, a lux- 
ury-loving and bored young lord gets 
himself a job, and Pontifex himself sud- 
denly goes shirt-sleeves and gives away 
£20,000 like nobody's business. 

The conversation was well-sprinkled 
with such expressions as “Sir”, “Ma'am” 
(pronounced Mom by this cast) “righto”, 
“cheerio”, “old thing”, “old girl”, “blight- 
er", “you know", and so on, thrown in, 
we take it, to get the British atmosphere 
over at all costs. But the cast of play- 
ers, sincere and earnest enough them- 
selves, kept reminding us how un-British 
the whole thing was. 

The scene was very nicely and cheer- 
fully set with flower pots and lighting 
arrangements. 

The Wooden Idol is billed on the pro- 
gram as “A Preposterous Episode in a 
Prolog and Three Acts”. Truer words 
were never written, and just how pre- 
posterous it is, last night’s bewildered 
audience knows. 

The tedium. the confusion, the un- 
bearably long speeches and conversations 
and jumbled state of affairs continued 
right down until the final curtain,

But Ina had different 
thoughts on the subject and with the aid 
of the parson she got herself a job near 
the city. There she met Wilbur. They 
fell in love and decided to get married. 


Ina goes home and tells the folks, who 
immediately fly into violent fits of tem- 
per and in the midst of slaps, punches 
and most insinuating remarks about 
“her aarryings-on with that Wilbur” 
they put thumbs-down on her marrying 
him. It develops that a feud goes on 
between the two families over the post- 
office handling. 


While the grief-stricken girl reflects 
that it’s the having to go on living 
that’s hard, she undresses and prepares 
for bed. Gene Codner, her hailf-wit 
brother (sleeping in the same room, 
mind you), declares his love and inten- 
tions, at the same time making a pass 
at the girl in a most extraordinary cave- 
man fashion, which calls for screams for 
he'p on her part.

Two productions 
only marked the week, these being” the 
all-star Hamlet, and Debonair, Frank 
Vosper’s adaptation of G. B. Stern's 
novel of the same name. Hamlet was, 
as forecast, a memorable show, Henry 
Ainley giving a marvelous performance 
which gave this special Shakespeare's 
birthday celebration a fillip such as the 
day has not had for years. Godfrey 
Tearle, too, as Horatio, made a tremen- 
dous hit; Malcolm Keen, as the king, 
and Cedric Hardwicke, as the gravedig- 
ger, also coming in for a lot of praise. 

Debonair, at the Lyric, the combined 
effort of Frank Vosper and G. B. Stern 
(the latter being also responsible for 
The Matriarch, in which Constance Col- 
lier starred your side), proved too long, 
too talkative and, in fact, much weaker 
than the novel. But Celia Johnson, a 
new discovery, plays the leading part 
with great success, and Kate Cutler, 
Dorice Fordred, May Hallett and Frank 
Vosper do good work. The piece may 
go better when considerably pruned. 

The Mastersingers was a triumph at 
Covent Garden last night, outstanding 
artists being Frederick Schorr, Otto Hel- 
gers, Rudolph Laubenthal (who made a 
big personal success as Walther), Heddle 
Nash and Lotte Lehmann.

To Kill Unreasonable Taxes 


HE news columns of The Billboard are showing 

conclusive evidence that the outdoor showmen 

must take very definite steps to protect their 
interests. The Circus Fans’ Association and Circus 
Saints and Sinners already are leading movements 
to fight oppressive legislation and prohibitive taxes. 
As yet, however, we have seen little evidence that 
the showmen themselves, who certainly are the ones 
most vitally affected, are doing anything to co- 
operate or, to be frank, even showing any interest. 

It is, in our opinion, a ridiculous condition and 
one which must be disheartening to prominent lay 
people who give of their time and resources ta 
make easier the way of outdoor shows. The mem- 
bers of the Circus Fans and the Saints and Sinners 
are interested purely because they hold a deep 
tffection for the tented world. Their dollars and 
their lives, however, have not been given toward 
actively handling shows. 

Certainly if these men and women, many of 
whom are busy business executives, can give of their 
valuable time to promote the interest of the circus 
and fight antagonistic forces, it is only right that 
outdoor people themselves should co-operate. 

There is so much to be done that if any move- 
ment is to be successful it must have the concerted 
action of every man in the business. 

Can anyone doubt that the situation is unbear- 
able when, as was reported last week in The Rill- 
board, Schell Bros.’ Circus was forced to take out 
license plates on all its trucks and trailers tc play 
five stands in Colorado and then, when it moved 
into Nebraska had to do the same thing in that 
State? This show is listed as carrying 55 trucks 
and one trailer. Figure it out for yourself. If 
Schell Brothers play five, six or more States dur- 
ing the season their license taxes run into big 
money. What about the larger shows? What 
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about the smaller ones, to which the license money 
means the difference between profit and loss? 

And now glance at some of the reports coming 
in from carnivals. The owner of one show informs 
The Billboard that to play Marion, Ind., he was 
forced to pay a license of $100 a day, whereas the 
fee last year was $60 a week. The rate in that 
city is $5 per day for EACH attraction, 

From Marion this show moved to Muncie, Ind., 
to discover that in that city the license had been 
increased this year from $100 a week to $750 a week. 

It is just such information as this that the Legis- 
lative Committee of the Circus Fans’ Association, 
under the able direction of Melvin D. Hildreth, 
wishes brought to its attention. We maintain, how- 
ever, that it is the duty of every outdoor showman 
to actively co-operate with this organization, and 
with the Circus 
such unreasonable taxation. 

Such measures can be killed—but it will take 
more than talk to do it. Get busy! 


Saints and Sinners, in fighting 


The Montreal Musicians 
Campaign Against Sound 
HE Montreal musicians have decided to organize 
i the Canadian Musicians’ Benevolent and Educa- 

tional Association in an effort to stem the tide 
of sound. This organization, as we understand it, 
will function locally, not only offering a helping 
hand to brother musicians who have been impaired 
thru the general installation of sound, but also in 
carrying to the general public a campaign of educa- 
tion emphasizing both the economic and artistic 
advantages of “in the flesh” music. 

We believe that much good can be accomplished 
by having local groups take up the cudgel, espe- 
cially at this time when much valuable missionary 
work already has been done thru the national 
advertising campaign of the American Federation 
of Musicians. 

There is no doubt but that local groups can 
carry On a more intensive and more personal cam- 
paign than any national program can hope to. In 
other words, the local organizations can forcefully 
carry the message home while a national campaign 
can only lay the foundation by arousing interest. 

Theater managers must restore orchestras if 
there is sufficient LOCAL demand for them. After 
all, the box office tells the story better than count- 
less pleas. If the Montreal musicians, and similar 
local groups, can affect the box offices of the theaters 
in their cities, then the first step in their fight is 
won. It can be done only by working intensively 
and with a sound knowledge of local conditions. 
The Montreal musicians apparently realize this. 

It will be interesting to watch the result of their 
efforts. 


Personal Appearance Tours 
For Talking Picture Stars 

T WILL be remembered that not many years ago, 
| when silent pictures were at the height of their 

popularity, it was a general custom to have pic- 
ture stars make personal appearance tours at in- 
tervals. In most instances these appearances were 
made in vaudeville or in conjunction with stage- 
show presentations. 

Since the advent of the talkies personal appear- 
ances have been the rare exception rather than the 
rule. Undoubtedly there are several reasons for 
this. In the first piace, talking pictures are a new 
thing and, secondly, most of the talkie stars came 
directly from the legitimate stage and, in many 
cases, their names are associated with that “in the 
flesh” branch of entertainment rather than with the 
screen. 

We are of the opinion, however, that when 
the novelty of the audible picture wears off, which 
probably will be soon, there will be a return of 
personal appearances on the part of players who 
have made talking picture reputations. These en- 
gagements, it is obvious, cannot be made in vaude- 
ville or in presentation houses. Short sketches will 
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not suffice as they did with silent picture stars. The 
legitimate stage and full-length plays will be de- 
manded by the public and we feel sure the picture 
producers will see the psychological reason for this. 

What we are driving at is that if the theater- 
going public becomes sufficiently interested in talking 
picture personalities to demand that the producers 
send their star and feature players on tour, what 
better basis could there be for

interest in the legitimate stage, especially as it 
concerns the road? 

We are convinced that personal appearances will 
eventually come, We are equally certain that the 
legitimate stage offers the only logical medium for 
such appearances. It goes without saying that the 
public would respond to such a plan,

Season Gets Under Way 


Y THE end of this month the amusement park 
B season will be under way. Never have we seen 

such interest in parks as is being shown this 
year by the public. We believe, as we have said 
before, that this season will be a strong one for 
amusement parks everywhere, but, in the last 
analysis, the success or failure of it is largely up 
to the individual park manager. 


The public is showing that it has more than a 
casual interest in parks. It will take but ordinary 
effort en the part of the wide-awake manager to 
tap the vast waiting market and reap the reward. 

No branch of the amusement business has made 
such strides in recent years as has the park industry 
Millions 
of dollars are being invested in the building of huge 
new parks and in the remodeling of established old 
ones. “Keeping abreast of the times” seems to be 
the motto of both old and young in the field, 


(with the exception of motion pictures). 


Such progressiveness speaks much for the type 
of men who are interested in the business and it 
offers proof to the amusement-seeking 
public that amusement parks offer a clean, whole- 
some and lively form of entertainment, 

It appears to us, therefore, that one of the great- 
est responsibilities resting on the shoulders of 
amusement park operators is to see to it that faith 
with the public is kept. They must remember that 
the amusement park as it is today is relatively new. 
Not many years ago the ordinary park was not 
held in the high esteem of the better element. But 
times have changed and the modern park can now 
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expect to draw its patronage from the cream of 
the community. Indeed, the better element in any 
now be counted upon to be the most

While in Clarksburg, W. Va., last Saturday, 
I attended the evening performance of the 
aforementioned circus.

show I found that candy bars sold for 
five cents, and other articles, such as soft 
drinks, ete.. sold for 10 cents. In fact, the 


butchers all wore in their caps a card with 
“10c' in large figures, which plainly told the 
price of the merchandise they were selling. 
As for popcorn fritters, I did not see them 
on sale

formed as to conditions on the circus, or that

Old-Time Jugglers 
Editor The Billboard: 


Just a few words in regard to Indian 
Clubs and Juggling. The first man to really 
create a demand for club acts was Gus Hill, 
doing a great single act; ome season carrying 
Charley Hoey around with his troupe. 

Ed Evans was the first to do running tricks 
with clubs. De Witt Cook was first to juggle 
clubs. Charley Hoey was the first to juggle 
four clubs. Pat McBan was the first in 
America to juggle five clubs and Billy Han- 
var the first in Europe. Both of these 
claimed they were the first. Five clubs were 
successfully juggled by Pat and Henry Mc- 
Ban, Joe Cook, Benny Morwatt and others 
in America. 

Johnny Breen was the first to juggle six 
and seven clubs. He juggled five and bal- 
anced one on his forehead; also showered 
five clubs under each leg, behind the back 
and around the neck. Showered five clubs 
starting the five clubs out of the right hand 
and finishing with the clubs in the left hand. 
He juggled six clubs five years on the stage, 
“not a few times’’, as one writer says. Also 
did six clubs over both shoulders. He jug- 
gled seven clubs good, but never put them in 
an act. 

Alburtus and Bartram were the first to 
ereate a demand for double-club acts. The 
Barretts were the first to do a shower with 
six clubs. Derenda and Breen were the first 
double using comedy and quick throws in 
act. Long before either of these acts the 
Modoc Brothers, of St. Louis, Mo., juggled 
two clubs each and did the passing with 
four clubs (two each) on pedestals in Amer- 
ica and England. Ben Mowatt’s three act 
was the first good th-ee act. Johnny Whit- 
field had the first four act; a'so the first 
five act, and I believe Johnny also had a 
six-people act, using his acts in both Europe 
and America. 

Sol Koppe did a comedy club act in 1898 
doing Hebrew comedy. Morris Cronin cre- 
ated a demand for single-club juggling acts 
in America and Europe. Morris Cronin, Raw- 
son C. Hoey, G. Hill, Barrett Brothers, Claude 
Bartram, Colburtus, Ben Mowatt, Derenda 
and Breen, John Whitfield, Sol Koppe, Mc- 
Bans, Johnny Breen and Jim Darmody all 
originated a lot of tricks that helped to 
make club acts a big success in their day. 
Also a lot of others. 

Johnny Weston got the credit of being the 
first to dance and use clubs, but years before 
Weston, came a man named John McManus. 
He was working before there was any Keiths. 

One of the great old-time club jugglers was 
Olly Young doing practically everything with 
three and four clubs. A marvel in his day. 
Morris Cronin, Rawson and Charley Hoey 
were wonders in their day. 

I hear Jim Dermondy. who used to create 
a sensation with the John L. Sullivan Show 
in 1899 and 1900, can now juggle six clubs. 
Jim is over 60, I believe, but he still juggles 
around Woburn, Mass. TOM BREEN.

The Function of Dramatic Criticism 


S DRAMATIC criticism necessary, or would 
the spoken stage be best served if it were 
done away with? This has been a moot 
question for many years. To my certain 
knowledge—and I arrived on Broadway in 
1912—it has been argued annually for 
years and never has a definite decision been reached 
To my way of thinking dramatic criticism is valu- 
able principally as a selling force. It creates argu- 
ment which keeps the drama from possible stagna- 
tion. Without it the stage would continue to exist, 
but it might become a more or less hum-drum 
calling. An automobile can be sold if it is displayed 
in a window. Ten can be sold in the same length 
of time if an active argumentative advertising cam- 
paizn is launched. So it is with a play. The criti- 
cism brings it to the attention of the public, and, 
if it has value as a piece of stage entertainment 
cr literature, the flare it receives will do it good. 

As a constructive aid to the art of play produc- 
tion, however, I do not see any value in dramatic 
criticism. In the first place, the product is finished 
before the critic does his writing. If it is an. inferior 
product, no suggestions he might make for better- 
ment can be used The New York theatergoing 
public refuses to patronize stage productions while 
they are being rehashed. In nine out of tem cases, 
the production lives or dies on its value as it is 


shown the opening night. 
Then, again, dramatic critics are never experts at 
play construction. This has been proved from 


time to time when one of them attempted to get 
into “the big money” by writing a play. Hence, his 
reviews cannot be expected to instruct authors and 
produccrs as to what to do in the modeling of future 
shows. If he were a sure-fire authority on what 
will succeed as stage entertainment, he could name 
his own salary, and any one of 20 producers would 
hire him. 


Stirring of Interest 


So let's cast the value of the critics as experts 
in play construction to the four winds and get back 
to the real worth of criticism—publicity; the stir- 
ring of interest. 

Printed dramatic criticism might be likened to 
the accelerator on your automobile—it injects more 
life into your motor. Without the accelerator, the 
motor probably would jog along on power supplied 
from the hand throttle, but it is the little plug 
under your foot that makes the car shoot forward 
It supplies the tonic the car needs; criticism does 
the same thing fcr the stage. 

The review of a play creates difference of opinion, 
the saine thing that makes horse races. Get a mil- 
lion people to arguing about the virtues of a soap 
and that soap will enjoy tremendous sales. Abolish 
the argument and comparatively few cakes will 
be sold. Everything but crime thrives on publicity. 

Most prominent emong those who argue every 
now and then as to whether or not dramatic criti- 
cism should be abolished are the theatrical produc- 
ers. Half the time they are on one side of the 
fence and half on the other, They vacilliate with 
success or failure in their stage ventures. 

Let me illustrate: A manager—we’ll call him 
Smith—puts on a play. The critics see it and write 
glowing accounts of it Smith now is strong for 
dramatic criticism. Two months later he produces 
another play, and this time the critics pan it un- 
mercifully. Now Smith has changed his mind about 
the value of dramatic reviewing. He becomes em- 
phatic in his argument that dramatic criticism 
should be .abolished. 


Producers Want Critics 


“We pay the newspapers and magazines good 
money for advertising,” he snorts, “and what do they 
do? They send solemn-faced guys to our theaters to 
roast our productions. Is that fair? No, it isn’t. 
They should send merely reporters to write the news 
of the opening, without injecting personal opin- 
licus. It’s all wrong, I tell you.” ‘ 

Smith has forgotten how he admired the critics 
when they praised his first production. His second 
one fails, and he sends it to the theatrical grave- 
yeard—the storehouse—muttering curses aimed at 
the reviewers But Smith is just a grown-up child. 
Two mcre months ¢o by, and he has another pro- 
cuction ready. Now is his chance to bar those 
objectionable reviewers out. Now he can refuse to 
invite them to the premiere, and thus protect his 
venture from the danger of being panned in the 
public prints. Does he do it? He does not. 

“Abe”, he cal’s to his secretary a few days before 
the premiere is to take place, “get the critics their 
seats before Levy zets him to them. We want the 
first critics at our opening.” 


“Oh, I don’t believe they would pass ours up 
for Levy's,” say Abe, soothingly. 
“Well don’t take chances,” 


returns the producer. 
“Get their tickets to them, and you might call up 
some of them and make a personal request that 
hey come to our opening.” 

And so it goes No matter what the reviewers 
have done to his plays in the past, Smith is eager 
to have them out front at his coming premiere. 
He will even fight to get them there. Away down 
in his heart he would rather have them pan his 
play, within bounds, of course, than ignore it. And 
thus does he prove how little the quality called 
consistency is known in theatrical circles. 

Smith wants the publicity that will accrue from 
the presence of the recognized critics at his open- 
ing presentation. He wants the limelight for his 
production—and, being a gambler, he is eager to take 
the chance. His premiere, with the reviewers pres-

ent, gives him his greatest thrill—and yet, if the 
notices are adverse, he may be heard the next day 
advocating the abolition of dramatic criticism 

So we see that dramatic criticism has great 
publicity value t6 the theater, and my opinion is 
that it will never be abolished so long as the spoken 
stage exists. Now let’s have a look at the critics— 
not individually, but collectively. 

Fundamentally every man and woman, who 
makes a business of reviewing theatrical productions, 
1s honest so far as remuneration goes A crook 
would not last a month in the game. Exposition 
would mean not only the loss of his job, but dis- 
grace. The producer must have “nothing on him”, 
and he never has. However, in this respect the 
critic 1s no more honest than the producer, The 
man who stages plays has no desire to “buy” reviews. 
He wants the battle to be out in the open, and 
invariably it is. 

This doesn't mean that the critic and the pro- 
ducer cannot be good friends. Quite the reverse 1s 
true, and often favors are exchanged. But the first- 
night supplies the supreme moment for both, and 
on that occasion they are as strangers to each other. 


Influenced by Temperament 


It must not be inferred from this dissertation 
that the critic isn't a human being in the full 
sense of the term. He is just that, and, as a result, 
is influenced by many things. For instance, noth- 
ing strokes his temperament the wrong way more 
than do glowing advance notices concerning a play. 
Therein lies an evil in press agentry. A new pro- 
duction will be launched in a try-out. town. Im- 
mediately the unwise press agent will flood the 
dramatic departments of the New York newspapers 
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City Star”, “Denver Post”, “Denver Times”, “New 
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reached Broadway, are “Odds and Ends of 1917”, 
“The Little Whopper’; “Oh, Henry”; “Come 
Along”: “Sue, Dear”; “The Matinee Girl”; “Bye, 
Bye, Bonnie”, and “Borrowed Love’. He is 50 
years old, is married and lives in Bronxville. He 
has done much magazine writing and is the 
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be to bring an offering in as unostentatiously as 
with glowing reports of its value. It is not only 2 
hit, but actually the marvel of the age. Some of 
these exorbitant reports get into the papers and 
come under the eyes of the critic. They create in 
his mind a sort of a “show me” contempt for the 
mere reason that he doesn’t like bragging 

The critic goes about the Broadway district and 
meets people he knows They, too, have read the 
embellished advance reports on the play, and they 
bring up the subject. 

“T hear Smith has a great show.” is what the 
critic gets on all sides. The air is charged with 
promise for the production. The press agent feels 
he has done excellent work in getting these boosts 
into the papers. The collection of clippings iooks 
well in his scrapbook. But he has reckoned without 
deep thought. 


Overpublicity Is Bad 


The critic remembers, as he takes his seat at the 
New York opening of the show, that this is the 
one about which so much advance bragging has been 
done. Bacl. comes that unconscious resentment, 
and his attitude becomes one of “All right! Make 
me like it.” He knows no show is a success until 
it has “gone over’ on Broadway. He considers the 
press-agent presumptuous. He has a chip on his 
shoulder and sits there daring the play to knock 
it off 

Under such circumstances a play has to be mighty 
good to please the reviewer. The press agent, thru 
his energy, has made the hill just twice as steep for 
climbing. He has made one grand mistake. 

On the other hand, let a porduction come to 
Broadway without undue advance acclaim; let it 
“sneak in on rubbers”, and then, if it is worthy, 
the critics will rave over it. 

My advice, were it wanted by producers, would 
be to bring an offering in as unostentatiously ag 


possible. It is not a bad idea to let the report 
get around that the show is not promising—that 
the producer has little faith in it. These reports 
will reach the reviewers, and they will inwardly 
adinire what they consider modesty in the man 
behind the play. Then, if the play is good, they 
will take pride in showing the producer where he 
was wrong. He has a great show, and the poor fish 
didn't know it 

Along this line may be told a story about Strictly 
Dishonorable. When Brock Pemberton and Antoi- 
nette Perry produced it out of town they had little 
to say about it. Their attitude seemed to indicate 
that they didn't think much of it. Preston Sturges, 
its author, was bereft of enthusiasm, too. 

“I was sure it was a flop,” he said to me, 

And that was the way some ethers regarded it 
Leo Newman, the ticket broker, saw the play out of 
the city. Later he was in the Erlanger offices and 
chanced to encounter Jack Dillon, then the persona! 
representative of A. L. Erlanger and a powerful in- 
fluence in the concern 

“T’understand Pemberton is using Erlanger book- 
ing.” said Leo 

“That's right”, replied Mr. Dillon. 

“Well, what are you going to do with that 
‘turkey’ of his, Strictly Dishonorable?” 

“We've booked it into the Avon.” 

Mr. Newman laughed. “I give it three weeks,” 
he said. 

As is history now, Strictly Dishonomble opened at 
the Avon and scored a lasting success. One of the 
brokers who began a scramble for tickets was Leo 
Newman 

Had the producers and the author of this play 
done any advance bragging about it, it might hav: 
meant a big difference to them My guess is that 
the difference would have been about $1,000,000. As 
for Mr. Newman, his judgment simply went wrong. 


Pdwer May Be Abused 


In my 18 years of association with the drama in 
New York, I have watched the development of critics 
and the use of criticism and its effects. Without 
hesitation I say that the reviewer's power is fre- 
quently abused, but seldom intentionally. A _ bad 
dinner may so affect a critic that he will be ill at 
easc at a first-night. In such a case, the result 
can hardly be good for the play. However, a good 
play can even overcome this danger to a great ex- 
tent. Mcod undeniably counts for much in a re 
viewer's attitude. A fight with his wife before he 
goes to the theater may make him hate everything 
for a while, including the play. This is all along 
the line of human nature. 

It may amuse you, or even astound you, to have 
me say here that I am certain plays are often “mace” 
or “killed” between the acts. The critics believe 
they al-vays come to their own conclusions unaided 
but that idea is a fallacy. Let me illustrate: 

The first act of Maggie Magpie is over, and the 
reviewers have gathered in the lobby, with others 
of the audience, for a smoke. One of them—John 
Jones—steps up to another—Henry Brown—and 
merely whispers, “Terrible!” 

Until Jones came along Brown may have been of 


the opinion that the play was good, or, at least, 
wasn't so bad. But Jones’ “Terrible!" may change 
his mind. If Frank Blue, another reviewer, hap- 


pens along, smiles, lifts his eyebrows deprecatinge]; 
and makes a gesture that backs up the Jones idea, 
Krown's opinion is all shot to pieces. The seed of 
the sneer has been planted in his mind and, the 
Sone are, his review will tear the shirt off the 
play. 

This is not an invariable rule. There are Browns 
who can withstand the whispers and gestures of 
others, but they don’t often do it. On the othe: 
hand just reverse the situation. Let Jones murmu 
“This show's got a great chance,” and Brown, who 
had been considering it awful, will revise his attitude: 
Even the ofters of opinions by laymen, to critics be- 
tween the acts, have a certain amount of influence 
vn the reviewers. So we see how things can happen 
in theater lobbies that mean much to all concerned 
in new productions. 


Viciousness Unn 


Next let me decry, while I am on the subject, an 
evil of criticism. It is vicious panning. No critic 
needs to be vicious for any reason whatsoever. Plays 
that are disgraceful morally, or so profane they have 
the eiement of “blah”, should be condemned with- 
ouf stint, but those which show merely bad judg- 
ment that is harmful only to themselves should be 
“let down easy". A bad play will die of its own 
weight before it is very old. So why rip it to 
shreds, condemning author, actors and producer? 
Why break a lot of hearts? 

People have accused me of being too tender- 
hearted in my reviews—and I have criticized about 
2,000 new productions in my time Perhaps I am, but 
I'd rather be so accused than to be regarded as 
vicious. It has been my lot to be either author or 
coauthor of eight plays and musical shows that have 
reached Broadway. Only a couple were genuinely 
successful. In the case of each I was eager to read 
sane criticism, but harsh condemnation invariably 
cut deeply 

Being somewhat of a sensitive nature, it got so 
I hated to open the newspapers to the thestrical 
pages the morning after a production, in which I 
was interested, had started, Here is the procedure I 
usgualiy followed; 

When I awoke, probably about 8 a.m., I'd ask my 
wife to send out for the morning papers. Soon they 
would be brought in and handed to me. I'd put

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Carnicals - 


UITE often present-day carnivals are com- 

pared with those of yesteryear, and the 
“= names of Bostock, Ferrar1 and Gaskill are 
mentioned in every attempt to compare 
the attractions presented years ago to the 
carnivals and carnival attractions of today. 

I will admit that their shows had beautiful 
fronts, and, for their day and time, rather creditable 
attractions behind them. Being pioneers, they had 
the field to themselves for a while at least. The 
carnival was a novelty, and for a time their efforts 
and innovations were undoubtedly well rewarded. 
They contracted mostly with the Elk lodges, and en- 
countered lUttle opposition in securing the main 
streets, collecting a substantial bonus and going on 
with the show. They were not confronted with the 
competition and opposition that is manifest today. 
It wasn’t necessary to apply the “dog eat dog” tactics 
that have been evident of recent years. As for the 
managers and agents, it wasn't a matter of how 
much money they could make for the committees, 
but how much they could make for the show they 
represented. In other words, contracts were made 
with the alm of getting profitable results, instead of 
glory to themselves or merely booking an outfit in 
order to have some place to go. 

Nowadays, if some company offers a certain per- 
centage or flat rate for a date, there is always some- 
one else waiting to raise the bid, and even tho they 
know the engagement May prove unprofitable, they 
seem to elate over the fact that they secured the 
date over their competitor. In this instance the 
committees are the only ones profiting by the 
transaction, even tho the latter Most often has no 
investment, While the carnival shoulders the entire 
burden and responsibility. 


Blames Carnivals Themselves 


A great helpful step will occur when carnivals are 
granted reasonable and just licenses, and can show 
towns without auspices, thereby eliminating the 
committees. I do not know of any committee under 
whose auspices we have exhibited in recent years 
that has not Made money, but, at the same time, I 
cannot say the same for ourselves. As I cannot 
blame the committees or the secretaries for securing 
a contract on their terms, it is evident that the fault 
‘es within our own camps. 

I have often wondered, in the event that carnivals 
were practically unobtainable, just how much a fair 
would be willing to pay a carnival, instead of the 
latter being required to pay an exorbitant rate of 
persentage to the former, or how much it would cost 
them for free attractions to entertain the public in 
a satisfactory manner, if the carnival were eliminated. 

Some fairs will drive a hard bargain With @ 
carnival, but will not hesitate to engage free acts or 
firewoiks at a high figure for a 30-minute program, 
even tho the latter can be shipped to them parcel 
post, whereas it requires from 10 to 40 cars to trans- 
port the paraphernalia of show and ride equipment 
to their fairs. 

Where is there any justice when a small fair with 
a few merchant booths, some cattle and agricultural 
displays charges an admission to the grounds at 
night, when the carnival is wholly the only source of 
amusement, and in most cases the fair association 
receives the entire front-gate receipts? 

They will lay special stress upon their exhibits, 
but they do not seem to realize that it is possible 
to strol! the main streets and see better displays in 
the show windows than they have at some of their 
fairs 

What are we going to do about it? Organize? The 
mere sound of that word mentioned in connection 
with carnivals makes us all smile, even on a rainy 
day. 


Organization Attempts 


More than 20 years ago I was instrumental in 
getting a number of managers together at the Wel- 
lington Hote!, Chicago, and in organizing the Carnival 
Managers’ Association, for no other reason than to 
combat the same evils that exist today. 

We met with slight co-operation. Since then 
others have tried along similar lines only to end in 
failure, 

One of the laws of that organization set forth 
that all business with shows, rides, concessions and 
employees was to be executed on a contract basis, so 
as to avoid any arguments or misunderstandings. 
For instance, if a show contracted to remain with 
a company for an entire season, it would be 
obliged to live up to that agreement, and in the 
event the contract were violated, or if any employee 
committed some unwarranted nuisance, the secretary 
of the association would be immediately notified, and 
he in turn would inform every member, thus making 
it prohibitive for any of these people to be placed 
or booked with any company that was a member of 
this association, 

Had this plan gone into effect and the organiza- 
tion succeeded, I believe every person connected with 
the carnival business would have benefited. It would 
have eliminated many undesirables and placed the 
business on a better basis. 

This system is tn effect in organized baseball, and 
even tho Babe Ruth receives a fabulous sum for his 
services, and notwithstandiog his undisputed worth, 
nevertheless it would be impossible for him to violate 
his contract and Jump to some other club in the 
association without the consent of the holder of his 
agreement.

What Goes 


By J. GEORGE LOOS 


Recently a show of rather large proportions open- 
ing in our vicinity sent 14 telegrams and letters to 
people connected with my company, offering them 
various propositions and the mere fact that they 
held contracts with me did not deter this partiCular 
manager's proposals. However, he claimed to have 
had a contract for a big date in Texas, and when the 
committee canceled his show and booked another 
company his ravings and threats could be lward 
thruout the land. 

Under this law, each carnival manager was obliged 
to put up a substantial cash sum, and was assessed 
in case of any violations on his part. 

If a carnival manager made any unjust com- 
plaints against any members of his company, these 
complaints were heard by the grievance board, which 
would act according to the merits of the case. As 
matters stagd, any person can commit offenses aith 
one show and have little or no difficulty in joining 
some other company. 

I do not claim that organization cannot be ac- 
complished, but it will take a world of money to 
back up the mere word or promises of these affiliated 
to make it effective. 


Large Investment ? 


A different situation arises between the circus 
and the carnival. First of all, there are many More 
carnivals than circuses, and the investment also is 
greater. I would not be surprised to know that there 
is more money invested in carnivals in America than 
in all of the circuses in the world, excepting, of 
course, the uncertain values of certain circus titles 
and names. Where are we going to find an’ in- 
dividual or a body of men with sufficient capital and 
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experience to take over the Major part Of the car- 
nival business? 

There is no reason why carnivals could not be 
classified accordiny to their size and worth. For ex- 
ample: Ten and 15-car shows in one classification, 
20 and 25 in another, and 30 and 40-car companies 
in a third. These shows would be routed in towns and 
fairs according to their.respective sizes. It would 
be the means of eaying huge sums in railroading, 
bookings, percentages, advertising and in innumer- 
able other ways. Do jou suppose that if this system 
were in effect and the receipts of these many com- 
panies were pooled, the profits and losses shared ac- 
cordingly, that the organization would tolerate a 
show jumping from Toronto to St. Louis, or from 
Dodge City to Pine Bluff, or from Bethany, Mo,, to 
Childress, Tex.? I believe not, especially if we had 
enlightened dictators, such as the film industry and 
organized baseball enjoy. 

The mere combination of six or eight of the 
larger companies wil] not suffice. It must extend 
down the line, otherwise these larger shows will 
eventually have the smaller shows to contend with 
in bookings, etc. 

Film Opposition 

The film theater managers are in most instances 
our most serious bone of contention, and as we all 
know their opposition to us is purely thru selfish 
motives. Nevertheless, adverse licenses and legislation 
are accomplished thru their efforts, either in a direct 
or an indirect manner. In some communities all 
that is necessary to have these ordinances passed is 
for the theater managers to distribute a few season 
tickets among the members of the council or city 
commission, and while they endeavor to tell the 
world they oppose carnivals from an unhealthful 
and moral standpoint, we all know they do not want 
any opposition to their business, It seems to :ne 
that it is just as reasonable for a daily newspaper 
in an ordinary town to endeavor to have an ordinance 
passed which would prohibit the papers from the 
larger cities to be sold in that community, solely on 
the pretext that the larger town papers interfered 
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With Them 


with the circulation and advertising of the smaller 
press. 

In most of the cities the fair boards are usually 
composed of representative business men, who would 
not think of eliminating the carnival from their 
fairs and substituting a moving picture show. 

If a carnival is detrimertal to a community, I 
fail to understand why it will permit this source 
of “unquestionable” amusements at its fairs, es- 
pecially when the fair is largely attended by the 
country as well as the city folks 

Many times the press sides with the local theater 
managers, and either makes unfavorable mention of 
carnivals or ignores them entirely, simply to help the 
picture interests, being fearful of losing some of 
their advertising in the event that some editor 
chooses to make favorable mention of a carnival. 


Publie Wants Carnivals 


If a carnival can exhibit in a town of 10,000 
population and do a gross business of $10,000, that 
shouid be conclusive proof that this form of amuse- 
ment is desired by the people of the community, as 
it is necessary to sell 100,000 10-cent tickets in order 
to gross such business. Nevetheless, I have seen this 
accomplished, only to hear some townsmen tell you 
that the folks in that place do not care for carnivals. 

It is deplorable that an industry as powerful as 
the motion pictures must adopt such tactics in order 
to do business, but I believe it is caused mostly thru 
the pettiness of the local theater men. 

Many of the major carnivals have inaugurated a 
gate-admission fee, and while there are times that 
there is some opposition to this method, I believe 
eventually the public will expect all carnivals to 
adopt this charge, which I think is as it should be. 
Eventually it will be construed as a necessary part of 
every carnival. If the managers decide to eliminate the 
illegitimate concessions, thereby reducing their revenue, 
then some other source must be devised to render 
this additional and necessary compensation, and 
certainly the front-gate admission fee is much more 
commendable than grifting concessions, altho con- 
cessions of the better type give amusement to the 
public es well as financial gain to carnivals, and 
are a decided asset. 

Nor do I believe it is necessary or profitable to 
spend the larger part of this gate money for free 
entertainment. Years ago picture theaters charged 
5 and 10 cents, while now in most cities the prices 
are 40, 50 gnd 60 cents. It certainly should be worth 
10 cents nrerely to mingle with the townsfolk on the 
showgrourmis and enjoy the sights and lights. 

In regard to carnivals taking large amounts of 
money — of town, I am sure we leave more than 
any other line of business, for the reason that from 
30 to 60 per cent of the money taken in at any 
store, whether clothing, shoes, ladies’ ready to wear, 
hardware, ,oil, automobiles, or any other line, must 
go out of town to pay for the goods they buy 
and sell, d this includes film rentals in particular. 

To my mind, discriminatory and prohibitive 
licenses come under the head of restraint of trade. 

I have never heard of any of the luminaries of 
the picture world eating or sleeping in the towns we 
show. 

After the pioneers started the ball arolling, a 
number of so-called “suit-case” promoters appeared 
on the scene, They would interest a committee, raise 
some money from the merchants, and then proceed 
to have the independent showmen play the date, and 
at the end of that engagement the promoter would 
go to the next town, and those desiring to join would 
in most instances pay and arrange their own trans- 
portation, Finally the field became larger, and more 
companies were organized, but these were no great 
improvement over their predecessors. Few had their 
own railroad equipment. Nevertheless, in 1901 the 
Morris & Berger Shows had such prominent show- 
men opsrating independent attractions with their 
compary as Herbert A. Kline, Dekreko Brothers with 
their “Streets of Cairo” and “Streets of India”, Leon 
Marshall, Sigfried with Luna, Jake Rosenthal 
sponsoring Cora Beckwith, Fred Milliken with his 
Minstrel Show, Frank and Aunt Lou Blitz with 
Mile. Christine, Jack Shields and his Lunette, Mc- 
Henry's big snakes, Billy Dietrick's Trip to the Moon, 
Morris’ Volcano, Bostock’s Gondolas and Animal 
Show, Capt. Sorcho and others. For free acts they 


presented Marvelous Marsh, in his great leap from 
a bicycle, riding the steep incline; Grenada and 
Fedora on the high-wire elephant act, Madame Por- 


ter’s Lady Band, the Diving Elks and others. I do 
not know of any of the present-day shows that can 
boast of a lineup to compare with this list. 


Lack of New Ideas 


It is true that we have added more rides, own 
most of our own equipment, and if is to the credit of 
most of the present-day managers and owners tha! 
what they have accumulated, either in paraphernetia 
or money, was accomplished from nothing except 
grit and many ups and downs But We must admit 
also, that with the exception of new rides and fun 
shows (and these are mostly an infringement on 
something that went before), we have to a great ex- 
tent failed to keep abreast of the times, as far as Im- 
provement in shows js concerned In fact, I have 
often marveled that we have successfully existed 
at ali. Many managers lay special stress on the 
goldleaf on their wagon fronts, but fail to mention

NOTE—The opinions stated in this column are those of the writer 
and need not reflect the policies of The Billboard, which are expressed 


Resortorials 


O AMUSEMENT PARK subject probably has come in for greater 
discussion in the last several months than that of competition 


from the 


motion-picture palaces. 


Many have been the argu- 


ments, both verbal and printed, as to how to meet this competition, 
The latest to voice his opinion is Will L, White, excursion manager of 
Playland, Rye, N. Y., and former manager of Norumbega Park, Auburn- 


dale, Mass. 


In the current issue of the N. A. A. P. monthly bulletin, 


White, under the heading, “The Big Question, says, in part: 


“How many park managers realize that the averaye weekly attendance 
of motion picture theater patrons is estimated conservatively at 100,000,600 
persons per week, paying in admissions an amount considered to be 


$800,000,000 annually? That is what you call real opposition, as it is per- 
fectly obvious that a person who attends a theater will not be in your 
park on the same ajternoon or evening, and probably not be there the 
next afternoon or evening either, as most people do not go out every day 
in the week to places of amusement.” 


Basing his argument on these figures, which he says must be near- 
ly, if not absolutely, true, White declares: “Isn't it reasonable to say that 
at least one-quarter or 25,000,000 people per day attend the picture palaces 
during the summer or park season? This is something we didn’t have to 
contend with, except in certain sections, a few years ago, as most theaters 
closed during the summer. Now, however, with modern cooling systems, 
free parking, etc., a great many picture houses are operated profitably all 
the year round, and we can no longer be disdainful of such opposition.” 


White then goes on to say that the solution is to “fight, fight, fight 
until you are giving service, courtesy and cleanliness that will compare 
favorably with your opposition. The day of shirt sleeves, dirty overalls 
and a cap pulled down over one eye is past in our business. We must 
meet big business methods as we see them and recognize the necessity of 
instilling in every department cleanliness, courtesy and service, and this 
particularly applies to the police, who first come in contact with unruly 
patrons, and our concession and ride men. Also laborers need not become 
foppish, but just ordinary clean human beings, attired in clean clothes, 
clean in speech, and, if they have not clean minds, don’t allow them to 
open their mouths and expos their ignorance. These things combined, of 
course, with as many attractive, clean features in your park as possible, for 
which the public is not openly charged, but ultimately does pay for, by 
its attendance and money which it spends, are absolute necessities in con- 
ducting a modern park business. Clean walks, flowers, clean benches, clean 
picnic facilities, and, above all, clean hygienic conditions in your comfort 
stations. This is not a new way of getting business, except it seems to be 
with some parks and their managers, but new or old, it is a way of getting 
and holding busitess that we can’t ignore.” 


Like some of the other suggestions or solutions offered, this practical 
perk man, with many years of experience to his credit, gives good, sound 
argument, which should not go unheeded.

Pontiac school children’s 
day marks formal opening 
—improved over last year 


DETROIT. May 17.—Walled Lake 
Amusement Park at Walled Lake, Mich., 
25 miles northwest of Detroit, was 
formally opened last Saturday. The park 
had been opened informally for a pre- 
season run two weeks before and en- 
joyed good attendance despite the early 
date. With unusually warm weather the 
formal opening crowds were highly satis- 
factory. Walled Lake, when put into 
operation last year, was known as Cena- 
qua Shores. 

May 10 was the occasion of a large 
school picnic from Pontiac. Children of 
seven schools in that city were given 
tickets and furnished free transporta- 
tion. The same plan is being followed 
today for the remaining Pontiac schools. 

A feature of the construction program 
this year is the new 38-foot cruiser, seat- 
ing about 65 persons, which, in the next 
few weeks, will be utilized for lake rides. 
A dock has been constructed, of the pier 
type, solid wood construction, extending 
out 500 feet into the lake, with a stand- 
ard width of 10 feet 

A new Airplane Swing ride of the new 
elevated type was installed last winter 
by R. M. Anderson Company. A new 
boat and canoe house has been built and 
adjoins the new pier.

Unusually 
warm weather prevailed for a week 
previous to the start. 


The park was opened informally for 
two preceding Sundays without any 
advertising being done. The results 
from casual] visitors showed prospects of 
a first-rate park season, with fair-sized 
crowds upon the grounds on these two 
days. 

Jefferson Beach is not using vaude- 
ville or freak attractions this season. 
Several thousand young trees and 
shrubs have been set out to landscape 
the grounds, and the lighting capacity 
has been increased by 25,000 bulbs. The 
Spanish Ballroom has been entirely re- 
decorated. The Walled Lake, a 65- 
passenger express cruiser, is giving lake 
rides to the park patrons on a half 
hourly schedule. The boat is held here 
temporarily until final tests have been 
made, when it will be shipped to 
Walled Lake Amusement Park and re- 
placed by a boat of double this size. 


A new monkey house has been con- 
structed, stocked with one dozen mon- 
keys. This is a special feature for the 
children, being a free attraction, The 
picnic grounds have been enlarged and 
a number of new devices have been in- 
stalled in the Funhouse and Penny 
Arcade. The park is broadcasting four 
nights weekly over Station WGHP. The 
park Office, located in the ballroom, has 
been entirely refinished and designed 
and a heating plant has been installed. 


Jefferson Beach ballroom did a close 
to capacity business opening night, with 
a crowd of 6,000 persons. The ballroom 
is playing Chic Scoggins’ Brunswick 
recording orchestra, billed as the Kansas 
City Orchestra. The orchestra includes 
Paul Sells, piano and accordion; Jean 
Thompson, piano; George Weiser, first 
trumpet; Numa Lane, second trumpet; 
Hubert Willis, trombone; Tom Summers, 
drums; John Fry, banjo; Floyd Bartlett, 
bass; Don Cook, first saxophone; Lyle 
Ririe, tenor saxophone, and Jack 
Chaney, third saxophone.

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Looking Back 


By W. F. MANGELS

Frank Buckland’s Curiosities of Natu 
ral History, published in 1878 and no 
in the library of the American Museum 
of Public Recreation, Coney Island, con-’ 
tains a story of Kopiski, the Lion Tamer; 

“As there are individuals who have 
natural command over domestic animals, 
so there are those who have this myster i 
ious power over wild animals. I always 
therefore, look upon lion tamers as re- 
marxable men. The lion is simply a big 
cat, with the bodily structure of the cat, 
and the mind, so to say, of a cat. Like 
a naturally ill-tempered man, these larg 
cats are one moment all purring and ci 
vility, the next instant the very embodi- 
ment of ferocity and blind passion. 

“The individual who, with this knowl- 
edge, will deliberately walk into a cage 
in which there are no less than five lions 
ought indeed to be credited with muc 
courage. In August, 1866, I was request 
ed by Mr. Kopiski to witness at the Pa- 
vilion Theater his performance in lon 
taming, and I must say I was exceedingly 
pleased. Kopiski is a strong man of the 
Biondin build, with a sharp commandin 
eye, and a quite gentleman-like counte- 
narice, upon which fear has never made 
her marks. He comes forward with 
nothing in his hand but a riding whip, 
opens the little door and quickly enter 
the cage; the lions are instantly all alive 
at the presence of their master and run 
about like a pack of hounds. Standing 
by the side of the cage he makes the 
lions jump over hurdles in a consecutive 
line one after the other. He then stops 
the lioness in her course, and, placing 
himself in a recumbent position like up- 
on a sofa, he causes the animal to rear 
up on its hind legs and stand right over 
him. 

“Kopiski then shows in other ways 
how perfectly he has command over his 
den of lions, any one of which could kill: 
him in a moment with a pat of its 
sledge-hammer paw, if it dared, but thea 
beast knows not its own strength. 

“I much admire the manner in which 
he managed his five beasts without the 
least assumption of bounce or swagger.”

At Auto Race 


Hankinson’s big response 
at Langhorne Speedway 
augurs well for ’30 season 


PHILADELPHIA, May 17.—Speculation 
which existed among amusement pur- 
veyors following the stock debacle of the 
fall of 1929 as to the possible or probable 
effect of the crash on attendances at 
centers of amusement, or spectacles of 
professional sport, did not take long to 
develop into an acute case of pessimism 
as theater attendances fell off and na- 
tionally publicized boxing bouts failed 
dismally to attract the patronage which 
their sponsors had predicted and hoped 
for. 

No line could be obtained on the power 
of the circus to draw its usual attend- 
ance, nor could park owners forsee how 
their patronage would be affected by the 
so-called scarcity of cash. It was win- 
ter, and the circuses were housed “in 
hibernis”, and the parks gave out the 
air of desolation caused by their shut- 
down and desertion, but the owners of 
these investments were none too optimis- 
tic about their prospects during the 
early months of 1930. 

However, proof positive that amuse- 
ments or sporting ventures which provide 
for the public the class of entertainment 
it really wants will be backed by a 
hearty box-office response, has recently 
been furnished by Ralph Hankinson, 
auto-racing impresario. 

Having for years provided the races 
for many Eastern fairs, following a suc- 
cessful business in the same line thru 
the West and Middle West, Hankinson 
began to cast longing eyes at the Lang- 
horne Speedway, a circular one-mile diri 
speedway, located on the Lincoln High- 
way, running bet'veen Philadelphia and 
Trenton. With faith in his own judgment, 
he went quietly to work to secure a two- 
year lease on the grounds occupied by 
the Speedway. When he announced for 
the first time ir January that a 100-mile 
AAA Championship race would in- 
augurate the 1930 Eastern racing season, 
he was hailed as an idealist whose bank 
roll would pay the penalty for over op- 
timism, and many felt that it was an 
impossible task to build a degree of con- 
fidence sufficient to attract an attend- 
ance that would obviate a loss. Satur- 

day, May 3, was selected as the opening 
date, and no expense was spared to bring 
the country’s leading drivers to compete 
in the race. Thursday and Friday, pre- 
ceding race day, were set aside for the 
40-odd celebrities of speed to qualify for 
the big event, in which the fastest 18 
cars could start. Prior to qualifying 
days, the sporting pages of the Pniladel- 
phia papers had been open to Hankinson 
and the sporting editors’ personal con- 
fidence was reflected thruout their 
columns. 

Track records were broken on Friday, 
and the ultimate winner of the big race 
came within 3-100ths of a second of the 
American dirt-track record, This gave a 
wonderful bit of news for Saturday's 
papers. The eventual field of starters 
included such notab’es as Ralph De- 
Palma, Bill Cummings (the winner), Fred 
Frame, “Deacon” Litz, Zeke Meyer, Russ 
Snowberger, Herman Schurch, Wilbur 
Shaw, Frank Brisko, Fred Winnai, Jimmy 
Gleason and Rick Decker. 

Hankinson's luck for clear weather was 
again with him and race day dawned 
clear and warmed by generous sunshine. 
Shortly after noon the vanguard of the

Incidentally, the meation of 
it this scribe. saw appeared in The 
Capitol Times, Madison, the head writer 
for which possibly forgot to state the 
circus part of it, altho he did not over- 
look “Carnivals” in his heading. The 
closing of the last paragraph also set 
this writer guessing, and probably many 
other close readers—as it seemed so un- 
necessary, as follows: “In addition, most 
communities require payment of a fee 
and approval by the local government 
before showing is permitted.” Yessir, 
the article stated “carnivals, circuses or 
other traveling shows,” but all the head 
writer made sure to get in display type 
above was “Carnivals”. Wonder how- 
cum? 


AUSTRALIAN CARNIVAL NOTES 


SYDNEY. April 16. — Royal Sydney 
Ghow commenced its 10 days’ season yes- 
terday. Weather was somwhat unpropi- 
tious. Today it is very bad, and at a 
time when side-show men are up against 
it and looking to this annual festival to 
replenish their coffers. Several American 
people are on the midway, including 
John Aasen, giant; Jolly Ray, fat girl, 
with Bil! Tank in front; Elsia Baker 
Marks, with Alex Marks on the ticket 
stand; Zimmy, swimming and under- 
water legless marvel: Charles Schone! 
and his seals, etc. All these are playing 
under the direction of Clare & Green- 
halch. George Donovan is associated 
with the Aasen show, but whether he 
will finish out the run remains to be 
seen. Dave Meekin, one of the big men 
—as regards physique and standing—has 
two fine attractions in a Chinese giant 
anc a midget elephant. 

FE. J. Kilpatrick, American, who is in- 
terested in the “Magic Carpet”, was in 
hopes of having the attraction at Syd- 
ney Show, but,.up to the present, no 
ground is available. 

There is a proposition afoot to have a 
big carnival almost in the city hub. A 
big dry goods firm has built a mammoth 
emporium at the intersection of King 
and York streets—only some 75 yards 
from the hustle of George street. Very 
shortly a big section of the new under- 
ground railway will merge on the spot, 
where the business arteries will possibly 
converge. With a view to getting the 
position known, there is a move on to 
let all the ground and first floor for a 
gigantic carnival, lasting as long as pay- 
able patronage presents itself. The idea 
sounds good.

In the April 26 issue mention was 
made of the world's championship meet 
held at the Palace Rink, Detroit, in 
1918. when Roland Cioni carried off the 
honors, and the statement was also made 
that Ollie Moore had held the champion- 
ship for two years prior to that time, 
taking it from Harley Davidson. David- 
con denies the statement about Moore, 
eaying that Moore won his only cham- 
plonship in 1908 at Pittsburgh, where he 
(Davidson) did not compete, but met 
Moore in Minneapolis immediately there- 
after and defeated him in five straight 
races. “I held the title thru 1912 and 
went to Australia 1912-'13-'14 and never 
competed again, as I returned to ice 
skating.” 

“In regard to Cioni’s record supposed 
to have been made at Paddy Harmon's’ 
Stadium last August—10 miles in 27 
minutes and 10 seconds—which is 2 
minutes and 43 seconds per mile on a 
flat track,” continues Davidson, “I fig- 
ured this out and find that such a rec- 
ord is impossible.” 

Davidson then gives some news from 
Coast as follows: 

Altho plans are included for a roller 
rink at Bitter Lake, Seattle, the Wash- 
ington Amusement Company will not 
build same this year. This is a beauti- 
ful resort and, according to reports, is 
to open May 24.

Crystal Pool Roijler Rink, which ran 
all winter, closed recently and is now a 
swimming pool. It did very well all sea- 
son.

Dickey, general manager of the Atlantic 
City Auditorium, this week purchased 
the Pittsburgh franchise in the National 
Professional Hockey League. Benny 
Leonard, former lightweight boxing 
champ., who previously owned the fran- 
chise, was here a few weeks ago, and saw 
the Auditorium rink, which he pro- 
nounced one of the best in the country. 
Dickey will no doubt put on national 
a hockey as an attraction in the 
all.

Vernon Answers Mooar 
On Record Music Topic 


Frank Vernon returned to Washing- 
ton C. H., O., last week from a trip on 
which he closed contracts for two new 
locations for next fall, the names of 
which will be made known as soon as 
things get going. After remaining in 
the Ohio city a few days he left for 
Memphis Saturday to look over some 
locations for a friend, after which he 
probably will play summer rink dates 
offered him in Illinois and Iowa. Vernon 
says he read with much interest what 
his pal, E. M. Mooar, had to say regard- 
ing the record music for skating which 
appeared ‘n the issue of May 10. 


“Eddie is a wonderful asset to any 
rink,” says Vernon “He knows the busi- 
ness from every point of view and it's 
too bad we haven't more like him man- 
aging rinks. But I still insist that the 
only real music for skating is either a 
band, band organ ora pipe organ. 
Skaters want to hear the music clear and 
the drums aid them, keeping perfect 
time while waltzing and two-stepping. 
The New Coliseum at Lockport installed 
at its opening a record machine and the 
manufacturers put forth every effort to 
make this a success, but after two weeks 
of operation the management had to in- 
stall a big organ, which gave excellent 
results. Mr. Cooper at Erie, Pa., also 
tried cut the record music, which was in- 
stalled by a well-known firm, and it did 
not prove satisfactory, but the band 
organ did, and I can tell you of many 
others that tried with no results. Re- 
member, I stated the music from a rec- 
ord machine was fine and if one had a 
few skaters on the floor it might work all 
right, but when you get a crowd on the 
floor it's lost. Of course, if one could 
afford to invest $10,000 to $15,000 in a 
record machine he would get something 
better, but how many rinks can do 
this? I have had a varied experience 
with organs and the music for same and 
let me say this, if the ones using organs 
only knew the cost of making music 
they would not think they were getting 
gyped on same. It costs from $75 up 
to make a master roll to cut this music, 
then there is the cost of producing it, 
that is, to cut it again, then spool it, 
and many other things to make the roll 
ready for use. This makes it cost the 
manufacturers quite a sum, in fact they 
would have to dispose of sé@veral rolls 
first to pay for the master roll, etc, and 
it's a fact some users of organs very 
seldom buy ary new music and it’s the 
constant use of the old music that gets 
a skater’s goat Why don't the users of 
organs learn from whom they bought 
their organ who has organs of the same 
style they use, and then make up a 
music circuit? This would afford an 
exchange of rolls at a small postage fee. 
This worked fine several years ago by 
the Interstate Music and Rink Circuit, 
promoted by H. W. English. Write your 
organ company to use waltzes, marches 
and occasionally a popular one-step on 
the music rolls for skating and I feel 
sure this kind of music will appeal to 
the skaters. Many of the older numbers 
would be appreciated from time to time. 
If some of these managers would get rid 
of those organs that are out of date and 
get something modern I am sure the 
skaters would talk of the new music. 
This would help business, and the man- 
ager would also feel that he has done 
something worth while. I heard two new 


types cf band organs last week and the 
skating music was as near perfect as one 
could wish for. Each of these instru- 
ments had a keyboard attached, making 
it possible to furnish music by either 
spooled music or played by hand. In my 
judgment, a real rink organ. These in- 
struments are of the latest type with 
every modern equipment. Think it over, 
boys. You owe it to the success of rink- 
ing to give your patrons not only ‘a good 
floor, but new skates and new music. 
It will pay you and it will bring skating 
up to a better standing. Insist on strict 
order, maintain it at all cost; you won't 
regret it.” 


George Hurst Reports Good 
Business at Picayune, Miss. 


George S Hurst has built two portable 
rinks in Picayune, Miss., and writes that 
he is enjoying a nice business. “We have 
two very good folo teams, both girls and 
boys,” he says, “and have been having 
some real interesting games for amateurs. 
We've had several bag-tag parties, races 
and fancy skating contests, which proved 
to be good drawing cards.” 

Hurst has been operating and building 
rinks for the last seven years, and in 
his new rink he believes he has the near- 
est to a perfect portable that can be 
made. It is 50 by 100 feet, equipped with 
Chicago skates. a Wurlitzer No. 125 du- 
plex band organ and a square-end eight- 
cunce tent with steel guy and side lines, 
and a new improved floor constructed 
by himself. All this equipment, he says, 
fits nicely into a 36-foot box car. The 
floor is so constructed that it has the 
appearance of one large section, but in 
reality it consists of 110 sections made 
of the best grade maple.

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them aside for a few minutes and just 
“fiddle around”, screwing up my courage 
to read the headlines on the reviews. 
After a while I'd open one until I could 
see a headline. If it were favorable, to 
any degree, I'd open the paper a bit 
further and glance at the first paragraph 
of the review. If that were not too un- 
favorable (critics, as a rule, do not write 
their own headlines) I would sneak a 
peek at a little more of the story. 
Eventually I would read clear thru it. 

If, however, the review started out like 
a terrible “roast”, I would cast the paper 
aside. Later I might ask my wife to 
read it to herself and tell me just how 
badly the play had been panned. I knew 
she would temper the information with 
sympathy and that the shock wouldn't 
be as great as my own. view of the cold 
type might bring. By using this system 
I finally would get a general idea of what 
the morning paper critics thought of my 
opus If the verdict were distinctly un- 
favorable, I wouldn’t take the trouble to 
read the reviews in the afternoon papers. 
I would stay in my room all morning 
and go out for a ride in my famous car, 
Old Rattletybang, in the afternoon. An- 
other 24 hours having passed, I would 
find my temperament returning to 
normalcy and soon I would go back to 
my old haunts with a manufactured de- 
fiant attitude. But the strain would be 
terrible while at its height. 

When my last play, Borrowed Love, 
opened at the Times Square Theater in 
June, 1929, I managed to read a couple 
of the reviews. They weren't so good, so 
I resorted tomy auto ride and that 
afternoon I saw a baseball game at the 
Yankees’ Stadium—the first I had at- 
tended in several years. It took my mind 
off the criticisms and by night I was 
able to smile a little. 

One might think that, being a news- 
paperman and a dramatic critic, in a 


clined to handle my efforts at playwrit- 
ing gently. Possibly some of them have 
done so, but it is a compliment for the 
profession to express my opinion that, 
generally speaking, they treated me just 
as they would have treated any other 
aspiring author. I guess most of my 
plays were pretty bad. 


The feeling the average author has, 
after his brainchild has been lambasted 
by the reviewers, is that he is being 
pointed out as a failure—a joke. He is 
crushed for a while. His hopes have 
been dragged in the dust and he is 
ashamed. But it doesn’t last. One has 
to be a fighter, in the final analysis, if 
he is going to write plays and project 
them onto Broadway. The best thing to 
do is to forget the criticisms and go 
about salvaging what you can. Sell the 
stock and picture rights, if possible; 
then get busy and write another play. 


As I have hinted hereinbefore, con- 
structive criticism does little good other 
than to assuage the feelings of the au- 
thor. Alan Dale, a professional dramatic 
critic for many years, tried his hand at 
writing plays. The two or three that he 
managed to get produced failed utterly— 
and boy, how they were panned! The 
only one I remember was The Madonna 
of the Future Its failure was ignomin- 
jous—and this after Mr. Dale had re- 
viewed perhaps 5,000 new theatrical pro- 
ductions. 

Alexander Woollcott, recognized as a 
critic of ability, was represented as co- 
author of a play on Broadway not so 
long ago. It failed. Burns Mantle once 
wrote a melodrama and it was produced 
in Chicago. Laughingly Mr. Mantle al- 
ways says, “I'd rather not talk about 
it.” Sufficient is it to say that he 
hasn’t tried his hand at playwriting 
since. And then there’s Heywood Broun, 
also recognized as a man who knows his 
drama! He won second prize in a play- 
writing contest at Harvard, with a com- 


the footlights of night in a Broadway 
theater. And so it goes. 


Two exceptions to the rule—and there 
may be others—are George Kaufman and 
St. John Ervine. Mr. Kaufman, who 
never was, or wanted to be, a first critic, 
has made himself rich with plays such 
as The Royal Family, June Moon and 
others. Usually he has figured as co- 
author in connection with his hits. But 
he is an astute playwright and stage di- 
rector. Mr. Ervine’s John Ferguson and 
The First Mrs. Fraser have stamped him 
as a playwright of ability. The latter 
play is now serving as a stellar vehicle 
for Grace George. 


I have been asked why newspapers do 
not select experienced and successful 
playwrights as their dramatic critics. In 
the first place the successful dramatist 
wouldn't accept the job. He makes big 
money with a hit, while the reviewer has 
only his salary and often it isn’t very 
hefty. In the second place, successful 
dramatists might, in writing reviews of 
the plays of others, unconsciously let 
jealousy make them unfair. Again there 
are various styles in plays and a play- 
wright usually is most successful if he 
sticks to the style that fits him. Thus, 
in reviewing other styles, he might not 
know exactly what he was talking about. 


In conclusion, let me point out an- 
other value that lurks in dramatic 
criticism; it makes many a layman a 
critic in his own mind. He reads the 
review and then sees the play, or vice 
versa, in order to see “just how much 
the critic knows” about Judging theatri- 
cal offerings. If he agrees with the 
critic the latter is a great man; if he 
doesn’t, the reviewer is_an idiot It all 
goes to stimulate interest in the drama. 


So let us be glad that dramatic 
criticism will be with us always and ac- 
cept it as it is—it can be no other way.
